TANKER 
BREAKS 
IN TWO 

HALIFAX (CP)— The 192-metre British oil car¬ 
rier Kurdistan broke in two in heavy pack ice 
Thursday night midway across the Cabot Strait 
between Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, authorities 
here said. 

The tanker carried a crew of 10 and a cargo of 
29,000 tons of bunker C oil when she broke up in heavy 
seas and 1 ice, said Reg Towers, spokesman for the 
federal transport department. The bow section sank 
but the stern had not yet gone down late Thursday. 

THIRTY-NINE MEMBERS of the crew aban¬ 
doned ship in two lifeboats and were picked up by the 
coast guard icebreaker Sir William Alexander, the 
search and rescue centre here said. The other man 
remained on board the fractured but still-floating 
stem. His condition or reasons for remaining on 
board were not immediately known. 

A Canadian Forces helicopter and a Buffalo air¬ 
craft were dispatched to the scene. The coast guard 
ship Wolfe and a merchant ship were also reported in 
the area and heading to the scene. 

The ship was about 50 nautical miles northeast of 
Sydney, N.S. 

ICE CONDITIONS IN the strait have been se¬ 
vere. and it took 22 hours for a CN-Marine ferry to 
cross the strait Thursday. A crossing normally takes 
six hours. A ferry traveller said the winds earlier 
Thursday also were severe, the seas were about 3.5 
metres and ferry crews were reporting pack ice 
about five metres thick in places. 

The search and rescue centre said it was in¬ 
formed at Thursday afternoon that the ship was 
holed on both sides. At 4:28 p.m. the rescue centre in 
St. John's. Nfld.. advised the Halifax centre that the 
vessel reported she was in no immediate dan¬ 
ger. A marine suveyor was transported to the scene 
by the Alexander, and he reported that the vessel had 
cracks on both sides. 

THE VESSEL AT THAT time was being man¬ 
oeuvred to sheltered water. However, at 8:37 p.m. the 
Kurd/standecJared a "mayday." and the crew aban¬ 
doned ship. 

A Canadian Forces spokesman said the ship was 
owned by Common Brothers of London, England, 
and was on charter to Golden Eagle Refineries of 
Quebec. 


Chinese out of Vietnam 


BANGKOK, Thailand 
(L'PI) — Laos charged Fri¬ 
day that Chinese troops have 
crossed its border and now 
occupy a six-mile-long 
stretch of territory up to two 
miles deep. 

The Laotian charge — the 
first official word of reports 
that large numbers of Chi¬ 
nese troops had crossed into 
Laos — came just hours 
after China announced the 
end of its 27-day-old invasion 
of Vietnam. 

Japanls Kyodo news 
agency quoted Chinese Com¬ 
munist Party Chairman Hua 
Guofeng (Hua Kuo-Feng) as

announcing in Peking 
Thursday that China has 
completed its withdrawal 
from Vietnam, pulling out 
the last of its troops from 
Vietnamese territory. 

In a sharp protest note to 
Peking broadcast by Vien¬ 
tiane Radio, Laos charged 
two battalions of Chinese 
troops crossed its border at 
two points last week and 
seized a 10-kilometre stretch 
of territory up to three kilo¬ 
metres deep. 


The broadcast said the 
first Chinese incursion oc¬ 
curred March 7, the same 
day the Laotian government 
demanded Peking withdraw 
several thousand civilian 
construction workers sta- 
tioqed in Laos. 

The second thrust came 
three days later on March 
10, when the radio said “Chi¬ 
nese troops occupied Loa- 
tian territory in Nam dis¬ 
trict in Luang Namtha, one 


to two miles deep and six 
miles wide inside Laos.” 

U charged that two Lao¬ 
tian-envoys sent to Chinese 
lines to demand the with¬ 
drawal of the troops were 
arrested. 

The Laotian charge 
stopped short of using the 
word “invasion.” 

But for the first time, it 
said that Chinese "armed 
forces" were occupying 
parts of the country in three 
provinces along the south¬ 


ernmost Chinese border 
with Laos. 

It added that China was 
“daily increasing its troops 
along the frontier, including 
tanks, armored vehicles, ar¬ 
tillery, infantry and cav¬ 
alry.” 

There was no immediate 
comment, from Peking on 
the charges. 

Laos is a "special" ally of 
Vietnam with up to 50.000 
Vietnamese forces stationed 
there. 


In its dispatch from Pek¬ 
ing. Kyodo said Hua made 
the announcement of the 
Chinese withdrawal from 
Vietnam in a meeting 
Thursday night with visiting 
Tokyo Gov. Ryokichi Min- 
obe. 

It also quoted Hua as tell 
ing Mlnobc he hopes Viet¬ 
nam will withdraw its forces 
from Cambodia at an early 
dale. r 

The Vietnamese formally 
proposed to China the two 
sides open peace talks to end 
the 27-day-old war. which 
continued sporadically with 
border fighting that Western 
analysts said was dropping 
in intensity as the Chinese 
withdrew.

Troublesome pup saves

BEIRUT (AP) — Four boys who 
floated in a packing crate in the Medi¬ 
terranean for four days said Thursday 
they owed their lives to a troublesome 
pup they threw overboard four times. 

The four were playing with the mon¬ 
grel dog in a Styrofoam packing crate 
on the beach Saturday when the rising 
tide carried the crate out to sea. Yous- 
sef Kardekha, 11. said that on the sec¬ 
ond day he and his companions rea¬ 
soned. "If we were so hungry, maybe 
the dog was too and he would try to 
eat us.” 

He said the dog swam back to the 
packing crate four times before the 
boys, ranging in age from six to 
11, began to feel guilty and agreed to 
let the pup stay on the raft. 

"We are very sorry we threw him 
into the sea, " said Georgiq Taschjian. 


"He only wanted to live, just 
like us." <■ 

At dawn on the fourth day. the dog's 
barking caught tjte attention of an 
incredulous fisherman. Hussein Bai¬ 
lout, and he came to the aid of the 
four about 32 kilometres off the north 
ern Lebanon coastal city of Tripoli. 

The boys initially had hoped to stay- 
on the raft until it washed ashore be¬ 
cause only one of them knew how to 
swim. But the outgoing tide pushed it 
farther out to sea. The worried boys 
began crying and the dog whimpered 
in a corner. Night came and they fell 
asleep, exhausted from crying and 
screaming for help. When they awoke, 
there was no land in sight. 

They drank seawater but it made 
them sick and thirstier. They tried to 
catch fish with their hands but failed. 


They found pieces of driftwood and 
started rowing, "but we didn't know 
what direction to go." said Geor¬ 
giq, the self-appointed skipper of the 
crew. 

"Like all bosses, he slept while we 
did the dirty work, rowing and fish¬ 
ing." Youssef--complained. 

"At one point, we decided to break 
up the box and let each of us drift on a 
piece of it." said Minas Sclyan, 11. 
"We thought that at least one of us 
would be rescued and tell about the 
others. But it just wouldn't break." 

The night of the second day it rained, 
giving them their first drink of fresh 
water. On the third day. a ship passed 
close by but did not notice the boys’ 
fraiRjc waving and yelling. 

Georgiq recalled telling iiis three 
friends: "Let's kneel and pray because 
we are going to die." 


Premier criticizes 
Iran’s death trials 


‘What can we do?’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Finance 
Minister Jean Chretien said 
Thursday that inflation is 
still "problem No. 1. In Can¬ 
ada" but there is little more 
the government can do to 
.■nnlrol it now that wage and 
pi ice controls have been 
abandoned. 

Chretien’s remarks came 
as he faced a concerted at¬ 
tack in the Commons from 
all three opposition parties 
who again demanded to 
know what the government 
was doing about rising 
prices and profits. 

The New Democratic 
Party and the Conservatives 
pressed Chretien on why- 
factory selling prices were 
up a sharp 1.5 per cent on- 


average in January despite 
cuts in the federal sales tax 
supposed to apply at the fac¬ 
tory gate. 

Social Credlter Eudore Al¬ 
lard asked Chretien whether 
he would demand that banks 
lower interest rates In light 
of huge profits made “on the 
backs of the ordinary 
folks." » . 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Wednesday that its man¬ 
ufacturing sales price Index 
rose 1.5 per cent in January 
and was up 11 per cent in a 
year. 

Theconsumer price index, 
which measures the price of 
products on store shelves, is 
up about nine per cent in the 
same period. 


Conservative finance 
critic Sinclair Stevens noted 
the federal agency reported 
that leather prices were up 
3.2 per cent in a single 
month, paper products cost 
2.6 per cent more and textile 
products rose 1.9 per cent. 

“It (Inflation) is still prob¬ 
lem No. 1 in Canada," Chre¬ 
tien said. “We’re taking all 
the steps possible In order to 
control theproblcm." 

The government had de¬ 
cided to end controls and 
now was letting the market 
place operate unhindered. 

He said the government 
could not control prices

WALDHEIM APPEALS 
TO END EXECUTIONS 

UNITED NATIONS (Reuter) — UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim on Thursday appealed for an immediate end 
to summary executions without due process in Iran. 

• Waldheim previously had appealed to Iranian author¬ 
ities to spare the life of former premier Amir Abbas 
Hoveida, whose brother. Fereydoun, was chief Iranian 
delegate to the UN when the Middle East country was under 
the shah’s rule. 


TEHRAN (AP)-Former 
prime minister Amir Abbas* 
Hoveida. a long-time confi¬ 
dant of the shah of Iran, 
went on trial for his life 
Thursday before an Islamic 
revolutionary tribunal. 

The 57-year-old Hoveida 
was taken from his cell in 
Tehran's Qasr prison and 
brought Into a makeshift 
prison courtroom where he 
heard numerous charges 
read against him. They 
ranged from spying for the 
United States to "entering 
into battle against God and 
his emissaries." 

The prosecutor asked for 
the death penalty as Hovei¬ 
da sat with his head bent and 
hands crossed, witnesses 
said. He is the closest of the 
deposed shah's advisers 
know n to be in the custody of 
the news government.

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Quakes 
rumble 
in south 


JOSHUA TREE. Calif. 
(AP) — Five sizable earth¬ 
quakes rumbled'across a 
large area of southern Cali¬ 
fornia on Thursday, causing 
some damage but apparent¬ 
ly no injuries, authorities 
said. 

A flurry of aftershocks 
followed the quakes, which 
measured from four to 5.2 on 
the Richter scale, said seis¬ 
mologists at the California 
Institute of Technology In 
Pasadena. 

The temblors—coming at 
12:17 p.m., 1:07 p.m., 1:35 
p.m., 3:08 p.m. and 3:17 p.m. 
—all had the same epi¬ 
centre—21 kilometres north- 
northwest of this desert 
town 210 kilometres east of 
Los Angeles.

McNally said portable seis, 
mographs were sent to the 
area to monitor further ac¬ 
tivity. She said scientists did 
not believe the series fore¬ 
shadows a larger quake.

TOWN ‘GOING BANKRUPT’, 
UNLESS B.C. SENDS CASH

STKWAHT (CP) — Municipal officials in 
thus northwestern B.C. mining community 
say the town will be bankrupt by June if the 
provincial government does not come 
through with financial assistance 

The population of the community has 
dwindled to a meagre 500 from 2,500 two 
years ago. following the closure of the 
Crandue Copper Mine last year. 

Town representatives now plan to bring 
their case to Victoria to ask Municipal 
Affairs Minister William VanderTtalm for 
$:tlKi.(Klo to keep the town going until the 
mine reopens in late 1980 

Failing that, they will seek permission 
for the community to defer lor two years 
repayment of loans for a recreational 
centre which was sthrted when the town 
was thriving. 

If those proposals are rejected. Mayor 
Ian McLeod said: "Well just shut 'er 
down.” 

The financial problems stem from de¬ 
clines in assessed property values to $12 
million front $4 4 million in 1977 when the 
mine was in full operation 


(iranduc's owners. Newmont Mining, of 
New York, closed the mine and recent¬ 
ly sold it to Ksso Minerals, a subsidiary of 
Imperial O' 1 Ltd., which in turn is owned 
by the giant Exxon Corp. Esso has said it 
will reopen the mine 

"There is a lesson to be learned here," 
tile mayor said. "When the Yankees pick 
up their marbles and go home, it hurts." 

McLeod is confident, however, that the 
town will prosper once an estimated 320 
workers begin mine production again. 

Meanwhile, the town needs $150,000 a 
year to fund municipal services. McLeod 
said. Since 1978. the munlcpal budget has 
been cut 55 per cent. 

McLeod said the town had spent a lot of 
money on recreational facilities for mine 
employees, including a $750,000 indoor pool 
and a $300,000 ice arena. It also provided a 
$250,000 sewage plant that allowed the 
company to build its own housing. 

"The infrastructure was paid for by the 
little man and when the big man went 
home we were left holding the bag."

Arab nations threaten treaty ‘punishment ’ 


CAIRO (AP) - The Egyp¬ 
tian cabinet approved 
Thursday the proposed 
peace treaty between Egypt 
and Israel, taking the paci a 
step closer trra'final signing 
ceremony in Washington as 
early as next week 
But Arab furor and Pales- 
, linlan protest escalated and 
the worst violence in almost 
a year rocked the Israeli-oc¬ 
cupied West Bank of the 
Jordan River. 

Moderate Arab states 
joined the hardliners Thurs¬ 
day In demanding "puhish- 
ment" for Egyptian Presi¬ 
dent Anw ar Sadat if he signs 
a peace treaty with Israel. 

Iraq said Sadat should be 
overthrown, and Syria haid 
American interests in the 
Middle East also should be 
punished. 

' In Baghdad, the semi-offi¬ 
cial Iraqi daily Al Thawra 
urged the people of Egypt to 
oust Sadat. "The Arab oppo¬ 
sition will gain momentum 
iSrnugh toppling his regime 
and liquidating it." the 
newspaper said. 

"American imperialism 
and its Zionist ally are not 
only aiming at removing 
Egypt from the Arab fold, 
but also driving the Arabs 
into surrender and accep¬ 
tance of a fait accompli ." Al 
Thawra said. "But these 
schemes will fail." 

In Rome. Ilanted Shahali. 
a key official in Libya's par¬ 
liament. declared his gov¬ 
ernment has the right to 
"take any action necessary 
against the alliance between 
Egypt and Israel" because 
Cairo was massing troops on 
Libya's borders. 

In Damascus, the daily Al 
Baath. organ of Syria's rul¬ 
ing Baath Party, said. 
Tiinishing the Egyptian re¬ 
gime is no! enough. It is 
essential that American in¬ 
terests in the region get 
their share of punishment." 


Sadat 

... praises Carter 

In Amman. King Hussein 
of Jordan appealed for the 
recognition of Palestinian 
rights in his first public 
comment since Egypt an¬ 
nounced its acceptance of 
President Carter’s peace 
proposals. 

Arab moderates also 
called for action against 
Sadat. Jordan and moderate 
oil-producing stales urged 
imposition of political and 
economic sanctions decided 
at the Baghdad Arab sum¬ 
mit last November. 

After Egypt signs its 
treaty with Israel. Iraq said. 
Arab foreign and finance 
ministers would meet to de¬ 
cide on implementation of 
the sanctions. These are ex¬ 
pected to include an eco¬ 
nomic boycott, the severing 
of diplomatic relations and 
removal of Arab League 
headquarters from Cairo, as 
well as Egypt's possible 
ouster from the League. 

Israeli troops fired into a 
rock-throwing crowd of Pa¬ 
lestinian protesters in the 
West Bank, killing one 
young man and a 17-year-old 
schoolgirl, the Israeli mili¬ 
tary command reported.

The Alberta 
steamroller 

NO ELECTORAL SYSTEM is perfect — and 
the results In Alberta prove the truth of that 

once again. 

Here is Peter Lougheed's government win¬ 
ning 74 of 79 seats in the-legislature, 93 per cent 
of the representation with 57 per cent of the 
popular vote. 

Add to this distortion this touch of irony. In 
the provincial election of 19^. the Alberta 
Conservatives won fewer seats with a larger 
proportion of the popular vote. In that contest, 
Lougheed's troops captured 69 of 75 seats w ith 
63 per cent of the vote. 

From a technical point of view, Wednes¬ 
day's results hamper the operation of oulr ad¬ 
versary party style of government. The two 
Albertans in'every five who voted for other 
than Conservative candidates are .left with a 
voice which can only whisper in the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Don Getty, the former energy minister. Is 
right when he says the size of the Conser¬ 
vative victory places an extra burden on 
the premier's shoulders, requiring him to be 
more sensitive to the wishes of diverse groups 
across that province. When the voters all 
but eliminate the opposition, then the govern¬ 
ment. more particularly the government lead¬ 
er, must take on some of that function. That is 
asking-more than most politicians can deliver. 

No matter how one plays with the numbers, 
the message Wednesday as in 1975 was clear 
enough. The people in Alberta want Peter 
Lougheed. Somehow they equate the $4 bil¬ 
lion plus heritage fund, which the natural bless¬ 
ings of the province have delivered to them, 
with the efforts of his government. Most of 
them obviously think he will keep the good 
times rolling. They think he can prevent'Ot- 
tawa from pushing this richest of provinces 
around. They don’t care a fig if he accepted 
free airline, tickets in what some others saw as 
a questionable display of political ethics. 

There was something for the rest of Can¬ 
ada in this provincial election. Lougheed was at 
pains to say that he remains dedicated to 
national unity. 

"I'm a Canadian before I'm an Albertan." 
he said. How many provincial premiers have 
said as much in just that many words? 


Enough turkeys 

MAYOR MIKE YOUNG said it nicely this week 
when he told Vancouver furniture merchant 
Ben Wosk that Victoria has enough ugly build¬ 
ings already. 

The furniture merchant was peeved be¬ 
cause first the city’s design panel and then 
council’s planning committee said the exterior 
design Of his $3 million warehouse proposed for 
Burnside and Frances wasn’t good enough. 

, In his little exchange with the planning 
committee, Mr. Wosk said he’d seen some unat¬ 
tractive buildings in these parts. 

"Sure we have some turkeys,” said the 
mayor, "we’re just interested in seeing we 
don’t have too many." 

Rejection must have stung because Wosk 
noted that the warehouse design was 90 per cent 
of his making. You would think that a man with 
a normal ego would have second thoughts, 
might even display a little gratitude when two 
independent groups with no axe to grind indi¬ 
cated his design wasn’t much. Instead Mr. 
Wosk made noises about taking his business 
elsewhere. R leaves one to wonder whether he 
wants a building which will attract people — or 
stand as some sort of monument to his own 
questionable taste. 

Well, Victoria needs any decent new busi¬ 
ness it can attract, goodness knows — but not 
on any terms. Back to the drawing board. Mr. 
Wosk. 
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All in same boat without a-compass 


OTTAWA — Ever since the govern¬ 
ment removed wage and price con¬ 
trols last year in anticipation of a 
federal election that didn't happen, it 
has been thrashing around looking for 
a new policy to fill the void. And the 
NDP and PCs who urged and support 
ed the move are In the same boat — all 
without a compass. 

Jean Chretien’s latest attempt to 
find a way out got the cynical reci^i 
lion it deserved His pew Commission 
on Wages and Prices is little more 
than election flim-flam. About the only 
good thing that can be said about it is 
that, unlike the Centre for the Study of 
Inflation and Productivity that it re¬ 
places, the commission will at least 
have the power to demand the facts 
necessary to expose excesses in wages 
or prices to public scrutiny — but only 
power.to expose, not to act. 

It’s the same remedy proposed by 
W. L. Mackenzie King more than 50 
years ago. And it will be Just as useless 
in controlling prices in the next half 
century as it has been in the last one. 

The NDP alternative is a Fair 
Prices Commission which would could 


not only Investigate prices but roll 
them back when gouging is detected. 

The weakness in that approach lies 
in the total exclusion of wages which 
must be a major factor In inflation 
because they make up about three- 
quarters of the total national Income. 

The Tory stance is equally puerile. 
They oppose both the government so- 
' lutlon and (hat of the NDP, while 
offering no solution of their own. Ex¬ 
cept, of course, the less-than-convinc- 
ing suggestion that an early change in 
government would, somehow, miracu¬ 
lously do the trick. / 

A pox on them all is the kindest 
comment that comes to mind. 


Is air travel in Canada really 
safe? 

, The question was raised recently 
following the release of excerpts from 
a secret government report that was 
highly critical of Transport Canada 
practices. 

About the same time Flight Inter¬ 
national Magazine ranked Canada’s 
flight safety record as 13th of 18 
countries, compared to 8th on the 
same list five years'ago. 
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Decisions by superpowers 
no longer swift, decisive 


WASHINGTON - The 
most interesting thing about 
all of the fighting which has 
been going on in Asia is that 
no one has come out of it 
with a clear, decisive sue-’ 
cess. Everyone involved has 
been damaged, either physi¬ 
cally or in prestige to some 
degree. 

It has proved to be a great 
equalizer. If the United 
States is a "paper tiger," so 
loo now are the Soviet 
Union, China and Vietnam. 

The Chinese called a So¬ 
viet bluff when they at¬ 
tacked Vietnam. They did 
precisely what they said 
they were going to do: "pun¬ 
ish'.’ Vietnam for having In¬ 
vaded Cambodia. 

The Soviets warned and 
threatened China and flew 
some guns and ammunition 
to Vietnam. But Soviet 
warnings did not stop the 
Chinese. Moscow has been 
damaged In Its reputation as 
the omnipotent protector of 
its friends and clients. 

But the Chinese attack on 
Vietnam did not go off quite 
as smoothly as did China's 
lunge into India in 1962. The 
Vietnamese apparently de¬ 
fended the approaches to 
Hanoi successfully and did It 
with local militia rather 
than main-line units. It Is 
believed that their first-line 
divlslbns still were in re¬ 
serve when the Chinese 
withdrawal began. 

But the Vietnamese have 
not yet mopped up with their 
own Invasion of Cambodia. 
There still are Khmer Rouge 
followers of the old Pol Pot 
regime carrying on guerrilla 
warfare in the remote cor¬ 
ners of the country. 

The Vietnamese have a 
powerful and perhaps the 
world's most seasoned 
army. But It has had Its 
problems In Cambodia. It Is 
not the absolute military 
master of Southeast Asia 
which, presumably, Is what 
it was out to prove. 

So Moscow would not 
deter China. China could not 
intimidate Vietnam, Viet¬ 
nam could not dominate 
Southeast Asia —- and the 
United States is not the only 



power which no longer can 
have its way any time, any¬ 
where. 

All of which tells us (hat 
this is a very different world 
from the one which existed 
up to the mid-1960s and Lyn¬ 
don Johnson's massive and 
disastrous buildup In Viet¬ 
nam. 

Back in that pre-Vietnam 
era decisions usually came 
swiftly and decisively. 

It took the Soviets a mat¬ 
ter of days or hours to sup¬ 
press revolts In Berlin or 
Hungary. The CIA put the 
Shah of Iran back on. his 
throne with a few thousand 
dollars spent to start a street 
riot. The Cuban missile cri¬ 
sis was tense, but over 
quickly and decisively. 
Anthony Kden (Lord Avon) 
set out In the Sue* crisis of 
1956 to topple Gamel Abdel 
Nasser of Egypt, and ran 
Into decisive U.S.-U.S.S.R. 
disapproval and toppled 
himself Instead. In effect, 
the big powers wrote and 
end to this swift last chapter 
of Victorian Empire. 

Great powers seldom 
move suddenly or decisively 
like that any more. China 
can put pressure on Viet¬ 
nam, but it would take more 
than a frontier incursion to 
coerce that country which 
already had taken the mea¬ 
sure of the United States. 
Vietnam may dream of be¬ 
coming master of all that 
once was called French In¬ 
dochina. But other people 
have something to say about 
it. and do. Mpscow may bit¬ 
terly resent China’s attack 
in Vietnam, and Is humiliat¬ 
ed by it, but Teng Hslao-plng 
in Peking calculated cor¬ 


rectly that Moscow would 
nut do anything risky or 
massive by way of reprisal. 

Probably the biggest sin¬ 
gle loser is Moscow, and the 
country least scratched Is 
China. Teng deserves high 
marks for appraising ac¬ 
curately Just how far he 
could go with safety from 
Moscow. And in one respect 
it is a healthy thing that he 
did it. 

There has grown up since 
Vietnam too much of an 
easy assumption that the 
United States no longer had 
the will or ability to influ¬ 
ence events In the power 
world. The reverse of that 
coin was that Moscow had 
become a new superpower, 
able to go from success to 
success. 

The fact is that we are 
experiencing the decline of 
all superpower. It Is not that 
the United States Is leas 
powerful. In absolute terms 
Its military strength la al¬ 
most exactly what It has 
been for over a decade — 
neither up nor down. 

But because there is so 
much new power in the 
world, and because the 
alignments . of countries 
have become so much more 
flexible with the decline of 
Ideology — the United 
States, the Soviet Union and 
China are all newly restrict¬ 
ed In their range and op¬ 
tions. 

. Moscow fears a US.- 
Japan-China alliance. An 
actual attack on China could 
push matters In that direc¬ 
tion, and would certainly 
have ended any chance of a 
SALT II agreement. 

There still are countries 
possessing great military 
power. But times and places 
for using it grow fewer and 
narrower. And this applies 
to Moscow now lust as much 
as to the United States. Nei¬ 
ther in fact Is a paper tiger. 
But'both must be newly cir¬ 
cumspect about using their 
daws.'

consequently more accidents. 

To compound the problem, when 
reporting the number of flights Ate 
only included the big air carriers. So 
we wound up reporting a higher pro¬ 
portion of accidents and a lower pro¬ 
portion of flights than most countries 
— hence the bad record. 

The actual accident rate for sche¬ 
duled carriers from 1973 to 1977 was 
03 per hundred thousand hours for the 
UK; .04 for Canada; .08 for the U.S.; 
and a .22 average fop the whole Inter¬ 
national Air Transport Association. 

In fact until the two unfortunate 
accidents at Toronto and Cranbrook 
last year, Canada hadn't had a fatality 
in scheduled air transport since 1971. 

The Canadian accident rate for all 
types of aircraft and operations 
showed a peak of 22 per 100,000 flying 
hours in 1973, dropping steadily to 17 in 
1977. Much of this improvement oc¬ 
curred in non-schedulcd and contract 
flying where thcjiccldent rate wa$ cut 
in half. 

The department is still looking at 
methods of reducing the rate for pri¬ 
vate and pleasure flying.

On the tartan tightrope: 
what happened and why 


American President John 
Adams once said of the 
American Revolution that 
one-third of the people sup¬ 
ported it, one-third opposed 
, it and one-third didn't care, 
pn the basis of the March 1 
referendum in Scotland, the 
same could be said about 
Scottish Devolution. Given a 
chance to vote for or against 
a Scottish Assembly to meet 
in Edinburgh. 33 per cent of 
the Scottish electorate voted 
in favor, 31 against and the 
remainder did not cast a 
ballot. Recalling the persis¬ 
tent pattern of public opin¬ 
ion polling in Scotland 
which, over the past few 
years, has indicated about 60 
per cent of the voters in 
favor in principle of some 
sort of Scottish autonomy — 
and the powerful coalition 
supporting a yes vote — for 
all Scottish political parties, 
except the Conservatives, 
the result must come as a 
considerable shock. . And 
that includes, of course, the 
Labor government in Lon¬ 
don whose brainchild devo¬ 
lution had been. 

In one sense the result 
should have come as a sur¬ 
prise to no ohe. Opinion poll¬ 
ing over the last few weeks 
before the referendum had 
demonstrated a marked ero¬ 
sion of the obviously sub¬ 
stantial yes vote. Had the 
balloting been delayed a few 
days longer, the paper-thin 
plurality which emerged for 
an Assembly probably 
would have vanished alto¬ 
gether. More than one pro¬ 
ponent of devolution la¬ 
belled the developing 
antipathy to the proposal the 
"fear factor," with increas¬ 
ing numbers of votes simply 
backing away from change 
the sooner the ballot came. 
For those who remember 
their North American his¬ 
tory, such a tendency is 
hardly unfamiliar. 

As historians of the United 
Slates well knew, the 
American Constitution of 
1789 was ratified by tiny 
margins in many states, 
with a good deal of fina¬ 
gling by those (avoring the 
new arrangement. Overall, 
a majority of the people of 
the United States in 1789 
probably would have voted 
( against the Constitution In a 
referendum, although few 
Americans were satisfied 
with the system then In op¬ 
eration. But they feared 
change. 

While British Americans 
never held a popular vote on 
Confederation, few Cana¬ 
dian experts would dispute 
that Ip a referendum held in 
186?, the scheme undoubted¬ 
ly would have been reject 
ed. Again, fear of the un¬ 
known was a major factor in 
public opposition. 

Mythology to the con¬ 
trary. i« freely conducted 
and hotly contested popular 
elections, a sweeping major¬ 
ity can seldon be produced 
for significant change, how 
ever desirable. Opposition 
from those who wlsn to go 
farthor merges wth objec¬ 
tions from those .truly satis¬ 
fied with the status quo, 
both sides fortified by the 
timid. The Tory opposition 
to devolution In Parliament 
knew exactly what It was 
doing when it added the 
rider to tho assembly bill 
oalllng for 40 per cent of the 
total electorate In Scotland 
to say yes. Such a percent¬ 
age would be extraordi¬ 
narily high In any ballot of 
this sort.

In recent years, a ma¬ 
jority of people in Scot¬ 
land indicated they fa¬ 
vored the idea of 
devolution, of limited 
home rule. But when it 
came to a vote earlier 
this month, there were 
surprises.

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knew^Jierfectly well both 
that devolution as proposed 
by the Labor government 
was a desperate attempt to 
head off the alarming popu¬ 
larity of the Scottish Nation¬ 
al Party (SNP) in the mid- 
1970s and that the SNP in 
1979 was nowhere near as 
dangerous as it had been a 
few years earlier. , 
Moreover, the bill provid¬ 
ing for the Assembly was 
clearly a piece of compro¬ 
mise legislation, offering 
considerable power to legis¬ 
late but virtually none to 
tax. The new Scottish gov 
ernment, it was clear, would 
not have the necessary au 
thorily to adopt any inde¬ 
pendent economic policy for 
an economically troubled 
nation The scheme thus 
drew the fire of those op¬ 
posed to any Scottish auton¬ 
omy without really exciting 
the supporters of indepen¬ 
dence. It is impossible to say 
what the result would have 
been of a referendum held 
on the question of giving 
Scotland the sort of local 
power enjoyed by any Cana¬ 
dian province (much less 
Quebec), but such a vote 
might at least have drawn a 
larger proportion of the eli¬ 
gible electorate to the ballot 
box.

A VERY LARGL industry thrives on the excess 
avoirdupois of the people of this world. The world, it 
says, love,s a fat man (or woman.) but in most 
inslaneejfothe fat man doesn't really love himself. He 
would ratner slip Into a pair of size 34 shorts or a 40 
regular suit and because of this preference, the diet 
Industry turns over millions, maybe billions, every 
year. 

I have nothing but admiration for the person who 
finds a correct diet, sticks to it and loses great 
amounts of weight. The admiration runs to awe 
because of the fantastic amount of will power neces¬ 
sary to shed the excess suet. I manage to put on four 
to five pounds every time I go on holidays and even 
this rather small excess takes a significant degree of 
determination in the elimination. So when you talk 
about somebody dropping.40 or 30 pounds. I know the 
traumas they face. 

There are literally thousands of diets espoused to 
help the fight against obesity. Many of them are 
sound compilations by fully qualified doctors and 
dieticians. But hundreds are in actuality harmful to 
the dieter and the first rule of thumb has to be a visit 
to your doctor. Forget all the pocketbooks available 
in every book store in the land. All they do is make 
large profits for the writers and publishers. Some 
offer quick, crash diets, which, of course, can be 
very harmful. 

SOME FALL FOR the starvation routine, espe¬ 
cially during the course of the working day. But did 
you know that you can actually hasten obesity by 
missing meals? True — by passing up breakfast and. 
in some cases, lunch, you are simply paving the way 
for extra pounds. Breakfast, according to most 
dieticians, is the most important meal of the day. 
When you are sleeping, your body is at rest, but the 
digestive tract continues its job and by wake-up time, 
the bl(x>d sugar level is at' its lowest and needs food to 
bring it to a proper level. 

Pass up breakfast and your stomach is growling 
long before lunch. Many go the snack bar route to 
tide them over — and this is where the real damage 
comes in — they opt for a coffee and a doughnut or a 
chocolate bar and a Coke. High in calories, not much 
in nutrition. 

Then, still under the delusion that a missed meal 
will chop off the weight, they pass up lunch as well. 
Again, mid-afternoon finds them heading to the 
snack bar for coffee and doughnuts. When they fail to 
lose weight on this spartan approach, they become 
completely confused and frustrated. 

Now by missing both breakfast and lunch, the 
whole thing becomes compounded in that they 
usually partake of a big dinner. Then comes the 
inevitable evening nibbling, the snack trips to the 
refrigerator. At this particular time of day, the body 
does not need such heavy fuel. Energy is needed to 
digest and metabolize all the food and so sleep 
doesn't come easily and when it does come, it can 
often be fitful. 

VERY FEW calories are burned during sleep 
periods, meaning those calories are not burned up as 
energy, remaining instead, as excess weight or fat. 

Many nutritionists feel that a breakfast consist¬ 
ing of fruit, protein in the form or an egg or bacon, 
cereal or toast and a beverage, produces energy and 
' provides solid nutrition. That energy offers zest for 
the day ahead. „ 

But please do not take such a breakfast menu as 
any kind of gospel. If you are fighting that battle of 
the bulge, do the Sensible thing — see your family 
doctor and likely as not, he will refer you to a 
nutritionist for a proper method of dieting. 

Don't skip those meals — skip the between meals 
nibbling and the late night snacking.

It 'is but 
one tragic chapter in man¬ 
kind's turbulent and fre¬ 
quently brutal history! 

We do not have all the gory 
contemporary details from 
Cambodia, Uganda, Sudan. 
Chile, etc. Perhaps that is 
just as well. One can only 
take so much horror! 

It is also obvious that the 
Second World War was such 
a traumatic experience for 
some that is somewhat of an 
obsession. However, it is 


equally obvious that these 
events took place 35 to 40 
years ago. The majority of 
the population, including of 
course, that of Germany, 
has been bom since the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

It also should be empha¬ 
sized that the savagery’ and 
horror was experienced on 
both sides. Many of the Ger¬ 
man people were treated 
just as brutally by the Nazi 
regime as were those of 
other nationalities. The vic¬ 
torious allies did not exactly 
help matters either — par¬ 
ticularly in the East. That is 
yet another chapter of 
human misery that tends to 
be overlooked, or just pos¬ 
sibly deliberately obscured.

Steps are being taken 
to handle suicide problem 


Your article concerning the prob¬ 
lem of suicide among the Cowichan In¬ 
dians in your March 8 issue was very 
timely. 

There is no question that the inci¬ 
dence of suicide in the Cowichan In¬ 
dian Band is overwhelming and that 
there are many issues such as unem¬ 
ployment that are contributing factors 
to this problem. These issues are of 
a long-term nature and need to be 
addressed by all involved. There also 
needs to be an individual response to 
the people who are talking of suicide in 
.the band and steps are being taken to 
provide this response. NEED has been 
a consultant to the band as they set up 
a crisis centre for their community. 

Suicide, however, is on the in¬ 
crease in this community also. In B.C., 
in 1974, 406 people took their own lives 
which is a suicide rate of 17,0/100,000 
: (The Canadian rate for that year was 
12.9/100,000.) B.C. consistently has the 
highest rate of suicide of any prov¬ 
ince. 

In 1977, there were 3S7 known at¬ 
tempted suicides by drug overdose in 
the Victoria area, as identified 
through the drug overdose forms from 
three hospitals. In a six-week study we 
conducted this past summer, it was 
learned from the two major hospitals 
in Victoria that there were two record¬ 
ed attempts a day. There is general 
agreement that, as with the Indians of 
the Cowichan Band, the problem of 


suicide stems from many factors — 
the lack of a sense of real community- 
in a person's life, alupholism and 
unemployment. V 

But there are things that can be 
done for the person who is contemplat¬ 
ing suicide. At NEED we provide a 
24-hour service offering a safe place 
for people who are suicidal to talk over 
their thoughts and concerns. Listening 
is the first step in helping t person who 
is suicidal. If you hear someone talk¬ 
ing about/hinting at ending his life — 
take the time to listen and show your 
concern. Once some contact has been 
made, then you can help the person 
approach a professional for further as¬ 
sistance. 

In an attempt to improve the com¬ 
munity response to suicidal people. 
NEED has written a booklet called 
Suicide — What You Can Do About It. 

Suicide is a very real problem in 
Victoria. Those in the helping commu¬ 
nity are concerned and are taking 
steps to deal with the issue. However, 
all of us need to strive toward an un¬ 
derstanding of the underlying causes 
and to work toward learning effective 
ways of handling suicide.

TORONTO (CP) - A plan 
to permit retired people to 
obtain extra income by tak 
ing out a first mortgage on 
their homes was announced 
Thursday by Metropolitan 
Trust Co. 

Called an independent in 
come mortgage, it is de¬ 
signed for retired people but 
is a\ ailable to anyone with a 
paid-up home who qualifies 

Stewart Ripley, company 
president, said the tnort 
gages will be offered im¬ 
mediately because “there's 
a real need for this kind of 
product. 

Under the plan, the retired 
6wner takes out a one-year 
mortgage on his home which 
Metropolitan will renew 
every year for up to 10 
years. 

Each year, the owner is 
paid a lump sum with the 
annual interest deducted 
from the amount received 
The income from the mort¬ 
gage is tax free because it is 
actually a loan. 

Meiropulltarf guarantees 
ll.ut the interest rate will be 
no more than one qqgrler of 
a percentage point higher 
"than the mean average of¬ 
fered by Canada's three lar¬ 
gest trust companies.'' 

After 10 years, the mort¬ 
gage may be converted into 
a regular first mortgage, or 
the owner may sell his prop- . 
erty. repay the mortgage 
and keep fhe remainder. 

ff the husband or wife 
should die during the 10- 
year-lerm, the mortgage 
may be repaid without pen¬ 
alty. or be continued. 

The company gave an ex¬ 
ample of a house valued at 
$ 80,000 which is clear of 
debt 

The Owner decides on $3.- 
000 a year, nr $30,000 in 10 

years. 

“If interest rales were 11 
per cent on balance over the 
to years, you will accumu¬ 
late a S.'iO.ino-first mortgage 
at the end of the 10 year- 
period." the company bro¬ 
chure said. 

"However, these pay¬ 
ments are really worth more 
to you in comparison to the 
$■>9,100 mortgage obligation 
because this amount is due 
after 10 years Of Inflation 
while (he $3,000 annual pay¬ 
ments begin now." 

In addition, the company- 
suggests that the house may 
be worth more after 10 
years. 

Assuming a 3.5 per eenl 
annual increase in value, it 
said the $ 80,000 house would 
increase in value bv $32.- 
800 . 

"The gain to you is actual¬ 
ly $1,000. assuming you sell 
your house for its new, 
higher value In 10 years."

Clark's'proposal is to de¬ 
duct mortgage interest up to 
$5,000 amd property taxes 
up to $ 1,000 from taxable 
income and this would be 
phased in over four years. 

In terms of dollars, for the 
average family with a tax ¬ 
able income of $15,000 after 
normal deductions, with a 
mortgage of $30,000 at 10% 
would have a tax reduction 
of $171 during the first year. 
By the end of the four years, 
personal taxes would be re¬ 
duced by $669. Campion 
said. 

The same family, paying 
$500 a year in property tax. 
would save $30 in personal 
income tax the first year 
and the annual saving would 
be $114 through full applica¬ 
tion of municipal tax deduc¬ 
tibility 


"That total-of $783 — mul¬ 
tiplied by several million — 
would have a tremendous 
effect on the Canadian econ¬ 
omy if the money were 
spent," Campion went on to 
say. 

"The plan is designed spe¬ 
cifically to benefit those in 
the middle-income brack¬ 
ets," he said. “Lower-in¬ 
come earners would not 
benefit in terms of dollars. 


but. on the other hand, 
they’re not paying as much 
In taxes. 

“It is also far from true 
that the proposal would 
benefit only the wealthy 
The wealthy and sophisti¬ 
cated taxpayers have for 
years found other ways In 
which to deduct interest 
charges." Campion said. 

The accountant then went 
on to put the cost to the 


federal treasury into some 
raid of perspective. The es¬ 
timated loss in revenue, he 
said, would be about $1.8 
billion a year. 

"When the deficit, feder¬ 
ally. is $10 to $15 billion, 
what's another billion?", he 
said. 

"Wouldn’t it be better If 
we, the taxpayers of Can¬ 
ada. spent this, rather thap 
the federal government?" 


The earlier part of the ad¬ 
dress was given to outlining 
the role that chartered ac¬ 
countants play in the per¬ 
petual tu'g-o-war surround¬ 
ing the payment of taxes. 
Campion explained how ac¬ 
countants are qualified to 
determine the fine line be¬ 
tween tax avoidance and tax 
evasion and outlined the pos¬ 
sible penalties involved with 
following the latter course.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
U.S. dollar fell against the 
Japanese yen today but fin¬ 
ished higher Thursday 
against most other major 
currencies in New York. 
Gold prices were mixed. 

The dollar opened slightly 
lower in Tokyo today at 
207.00 yen compared with 
Thursday’s close of 207.125. 
The U.S. fund has gained on 
the yen for several days and 
today's reverse was attri¬ 
buted to the Federal Re¬ 
serve sales of dollars in the 
United Slates and Japan. 

In New York on.Thursday 
the dollar finished at 206.83 
yen down from 207.20 late 
Wednesday.

“It was also the view of 
the task force members that 
while the measures recom¬ 
mended would be useful in 
dealing with high-point and 
suspended drivers, never¬ 
theless, an extensive public 
information program is 
necessary not only to ex¬ 
plain the new system, but 
also ta make the public 
aware of the costs involved 
not only in property damage 
and insurance rates, but also 
in human lives." 

“It is estimated that a 
very high percentage of sus¬ 
pended drivers continue to 
drive a motor vehicle during 
the suspension period. Be¬ 
cause of their proven bad 
driving habits—leading to 
their disproportionate invol¬ 
vement in vehicle acci¬ 
dents—these drivers are ex- > 
treme hazards and are also 
demonstrating their fla¬ 
grant disregard for the 
law.” 

IN AN ANALYSIS of acci¬ 
dents in relation to demerit 
point totals, it was found 
that 15 per cent of drivers 
with more than three points 
were involved in 37 per cent 
of accidents in a three-year 
period ending Aug. 31,1978. 

The report said the exist¬ 
ing system did not penalize 
the violator until he had ac¬ 
cumulated enough violations 
to reach six or 10 points, and 
even then he was free to 
drive until located and 
served with notice of assess¬ 
ment or suspension. 

Police are frustrated'be¬ 
cause the violator cannot be 
detained or sent to court for 
moving violations. “The 
system is totally inappro- 
ptjatc for violators who 
show a flagrant disrespect 
for the law.” 

The writers said ICBC was 
under too much pressure to 
do an efficient job of collect¬ 


ing driver penalty point pre¬ 
miums, which, added to li¬ 
cence suspensions for 
unpaid ICBC premiums, 
“has created-a tremendous 
backlog and has diverted at¬ 
tention from suspensions 
based on bad driving rec¬ 
ords. 

“SUSPENSIONS for fail¬ 
ure to pay ICBC penalty 
point premiums have 
averaged 11,000 per year 
over the last three years, 
with a backlog of 34,000 at 
time of writing. <L 

"Suspended drivers drive 


with impunity. Prosecutions 
under the criminal code for 
driving under suspensions 
which resulted from money 
owed to ICBC are very un¬ 
popular with both the courts 
and public. This unpopular¬ 
ity has spread to prosecu¬ 
tions for driving under sus¬ 
pension because of bad 
driving record." 

The report said court ap¬ 
pearances would be manda¬ 
tory for driving or equip¬ 
ment violations committed 
by high-point drivers, or for 
such offences as driving

tio, driving without reason¬ 
able consideration, or 
speeding at an excessive 
rale. 


The points level at which 
court appearances were 
mandatory should be set by 
cabinet, the report suggest¬ 
ed.

Last chance to control B.C. resources—Barrett

Opposition Leader David 
Barrett may have provided 
ait early look at the NDP's 
plain election thrtisr Thnrv 
day night when he warned 
an audience of some, 200 
party faithful that British 
Columbians will be faced 
, with their last chance to 
, have any say in the control 
JHI their natural resources. 

Barrett made the claim 
after detailing what he said 
was the sellout of natural 
gas at bargain basement 
. prices at a time when the 
Mexican state-controlled oil 
I industry is demanding much 
: higher but realistic prices 
r from the United Stales. 
i This was because Canada 


and B.C.. unlike Mexico, 
were at the mercy of the big 
private companies, he said 
It also meant the Canadian 
taxpayer was subsidizing 
the natural gas deal for the 
Americans. 

In a 31-minute address to 
the annual Saanich-and-The 
Islands NUP dinner that is 
held in 'his name. Barrett 
also: 

• Accused the banks of 
reaping huge profits in the 
government giveaway of 
free British Columbia Re¬ 
sources Investment Cor¬ 
poration shares, and chal 
longed them to hand the 
money over to the United 
Appeal; 

• Challenged Premier 
Bennett to debate the issues 
with him on television when 
the next election is called. 


While no date has been 
set. the election has been 
forecast for anytime be¬ 
tween this summer and the 
rail of 1980. 

"Either we elect a New 
Democratic government or 
we w ill lose our last chance 
to have a say in what hap¬ 
pens to the resources of this 
province," Barrett said. 

He said the petrochemical 
corporation established by 
his party when it was in 
power between 1972 and 1975 
amassed $700 million that 
"would have gone into the 
hands of international oil 
companies if we had not set 
it up." 

In spite of attempts by the 
federal government to pre¬ 
vent it. B.C. had during that 
time raised the price of nat¬ 
ural gas to the U.S. from 99 


centvoer thousand cubic 
leet lo*$1.25, $1.45 and fin¬ 
ally to $1.95, he said. In the 
three years since Social 
Credit took ofrice, the price 
had risen only to $2.16 
(American). 

He asked where Prime 
Minister Trudeau, Premier 
Bennett. Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed and federal 
Conservative Leader Joe 
Clark were recently when 
Mexico was telling the U.S. 
it would have to pay $3.65 
per thousand cubic feet if 
it wanted to strike a deal 

Mexico was in this posi¬ 
tion because it took control 
of Its market in 1936, Barrett 
said 

"They got it straight from 
the beginning—God placed 
the gas and oil in the ground 
for the people, and not for

the oil companies as we are 
told by the newspapers in 
this country.” 

The Canadian price to the 
U.S. was $1.10, which meant 
the difference was being 
subsidized by the people. 

He suggested that people 
hard-pressed to keep up with 
rising food costs be told 
"they're all doing their bit 
to keep the natural gas price 
down for the U.S." 

B.C. could do something 
on its own to right the situa¬ 
tion,^ said, adding: "All it 
takes is for Bill Bennett to 
have some guts and pick up 
th phone and say if $3.65 is 
good enough for Mexico, it is 
good enough for us." 

In stressing the need for 
a national energy policy, he 
said: "We should take under 
public marketing all gas and 


oil in (his country and tell 
the international oil com¬ 
panies their days are over 
in this country." 

He expressed amazement 
that the banks were earning 
$5 for each application they 
handled for the five free 
BCRIC shares per person, 
plus 2S cents per extra share 
purchased. 

"This is the biggest bank 
bonanza to hit since they got 
an interest increase, and 
they got five of those last 
year" 

Claiming that none of the 
banks belong lo the United 
Appeal, he said: "If they 
really care let them give 
back the $5 to the United 
Appeal" for the assistance 
of the people being kept 
"poor:' under the system.

Spoiling mistakes were on the inside 


A tourist brochure containing at 
least 42 spelling errors was taken off 
the shelves Thursday by the Greater 
Victoria Visitor Information Centre. 

Fifteen thousand copies of the bro¬ 
chure. called Greater Victoria and 
Southern Vancouver Island, were 
printed last year and most of them 
were distributed in the U.S. 

The advertising agency involved in 
the preparation of the brochure won't 
accept any responsibility for the 
errors because of interference in the 
project at the time by the visitor 
centre. 

The errors were caught by a retired 
Victoria man who insisted that his 
panic not be mentioned. He went 
through a copy of the brochure with a 
fine-tooth comb and came up with 42 
errors, but said he might have missed 
some. 

He did. 

Some of the errors are simply of 
typographical nature, such as Ben¬ 
twood instead of Brentwood, or quides 
instead of guides/ 

Juan de Fuca comes out as Juna de 
Fuca and built in reads builty in. 

In more than a dozen places, its 
(possessive) has an apostrophe and 
reads it's, and Elizabethan stares at 
readers as Elizabethean. 

The brochure is also somewhat igno¬ 
rant of metric conversion and a dis¬ 
tance of 10 miles is listed as 9.6 kilo¬ 
metres in brackets. 


Lorraine Cooper, marketing direc¬ 
tor for the visitor centre, said Thurs¬ 
day she was "absolutely horrified" 
when she was told of the multitude of 
errors in the brochure. She said the 
centre was "just about out of them 
(the brochures) anyhow.” and the rest 
would be taken off the shelves immedi¬ 
ately. 

She said she accepted full responsi¬ 
bility for the brochure- the production 
of which had been quite a pain in the 
neck. 

She said Littleton Lawson and Asso¬ 
ciates, a Victoria advertising firm, 
had been in charge of producing the 
brochure, but when the copy was sub¬ 
mitted to the centre, She didn't like it 
and wrote her own copy which was 
subsequently used. 

"But we should have checked the 
brochure for errors more carefully 
when it came bafk. There is no ex¬ 
cuse," she said. 

Peter Lawson, partner in the ad 
agency, said “we wiped our hands of 
the whole thing at the time." 

"We had done all the reasearch and 
written all the copy, but we got inter¬ 
ference every step of the way. Finally, 
we did just as we were told. We used 
the copy supplied by the client and 
they have to accept the responsi¬ 
bility," he said. 

Lawson added that the brochure in 
question “wasn't a job we were very 
proud of." And that was the reason 
their name wasn't on it.

Mount Douglas Park by 
Saanich as a nature park is 
being sought by the Saanich 
Greenbelt Association.

Knight said the park, 
which contains a picnic 
area,'trails, lookouts and a 
playground, was a popular 
recreational area.

Knight said if steps were 
not taken to retain the park

The event, that began on

Irate developer 
scraps project

Frustrated by 18 months 
of indecision, red tape and 
political interference, Vic¬ 
toria developer Hans Har- 
twig scrapped plans Thurs 
day for his $5.5 million office 
and retail complex on Wharf 
Street. 

In an interview, an angry 
Hartwig specifically ac¬ 
cused Aid. Murray Glazier 
of obstructing the project - 
for political reasons. 

He said Glazier was trying 
to become mayor by re-cn ; 
acting the Reid controversy 
of a few years ago. 

"I can’t operate under 
those conditions. I'm.pulling 
out. It's no bluff." Hartwig 
said. 

He said he would build a 
fence around the property 
and let it sit. 

Plans for the project, to be 
built on the waterfront be¬ 
tween Hartwig Court and a 
small regional park at the 
foot of Yates, have been in 
the works since the fall of 
1977. and Hartwig changed 
the design three times. 

T have spent more than 
200 hours with the planning 
department and we had 35 
formal meetings with the 
city’s advisory committees. 
Things went fine until Gla¬ 
zier got involved, he said." 

Glazier denied Thursday 
that he was against the pro¬ 
posal for political gain. He 
said he had opposed the 
project from the start be¬ 
cause he considered it too 
massive for its location. 

Glazier also reiterated his 
concern over the possibility 
that the project would com¬ 
pletely overshadow- the 
small waterfront park, ac¬ 
quired a few years ago by 
former mayor Peter Pollen 
and a number of other busi¬ 
nessmen. They donated the 
park to the Capital Region 
Environment Enhancement 
Foundation and it is now ad 
ministered by the Capita^ 
Region. Glazier is chairmaff 
of the regional board 

Bringing the park into the

.Ilm Jones's pulpit to put in 
his living room, the Peoples 
Temple outdoor sign to illu¬ 
minate his backyard and 
miscellaneous other items to 
sell as souvenirs. 


“This is better than the 
last bank I robbed — I made 
more money here," bow-tied 
Max Rosenthal bragged 
after he spent “at least $4,- 
000" at an auction of Peoples 
Temple remnants. 

“I’ll give 'em to God be¬ 
fore I sell 'em for less than 


10 bucks apiece," the retired 
lawyer vowed after he paid 
$2 each for 48 albums cut by. 
the Temple choir. Titled 
He's Able, the albums fea¬ 
ture ironic titles like Some 
thing Got AHold ot Me and 
Because ot Him. 

Rosenthal, who owns an 


odds-and-ends shop in Stock- 
ton, also paid 825 for 17. 
cases of paper-and-net caps 
used by Temple kitchen 
workers — at least 17,000 
caps. “I’ll sell every one of 
’em,” he promised. 

He bought Jones’s oak pul¬ 
pit for $1,250 and the outdoor

sign, with Jones's name on 
it, for $200. Neither of these 
Is for sale "at any price," he 
said. 

The sign "will be put on a 
40-foot pole and /dominated 
In my baokyardr’ he-said. 
Why? "That’s the way I 
want it, that's why," he 
said. 

The pulpit will go to his 
living room, where two 
Baptpist congregations 
meet weekly, he said.

Temple Items apart from 
the building. 

A man who paid $1,500 for 
four tons of wheat, stored in 
steel drums, would not say 
what he has in mind for the 


grain which was intended 
for shipment to the Tem¬ 
ple’s mission in Guyana. Be¬ 
fore it was shipped, Jones 
and 912 of his followers died 
in a murder-suicide ritual In 
the jungle.

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Dumped diaper 
out in Oregon? 

SALEM, Ore. (AP) — The throw-away diaper and a 
rash of other disposables may be on the way out if 
some Oregon lawmakers have their way. 

Already, the state legislature has passed bills blowing 
away Freon-powered aerosol cans and pulling pop-top 
cans from the shelves. 

State Representative Mary Burrows, sponsor of the dia¬ 
per bill, says the product is not biodegradable. 

“I've had four children and I didn't have a dryer." 
she said. "I’ve been there. I don’t think people realize 
sometimes there is a need to detour our own conve¬ 
nience." 

Other disposables on the legislators' ban lists are plastic 
milk bottles, individual-size packets of ketchup and mustard 
and plastic wrappers for meat. 

The fate of the ban bills, however, is uncertain, with 
industry opposition mounting. An initial hearing on the 
diaper bill is scheduled for April.

Phil Esposito spent the 
major portion of his career 
scoring goals for Boston 
Bruins.

The big centre came 
through with the fifth four- 
goal game of his career as 
he propelled New York 
Hangers to a 7-t victory over 
the Bruins in a National 
Hockey League game 
played at Boston Garden.

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Some relief likely for B.C. horsemen 


VANCOUVER ter) - Fi¬ 
nance Minister Evan Wolfe 
said Thursday .that relief 
could be on the way for fi¬ 
nancially-troubled horse 
breeders in British Colum¬ 
bia. but nut as much relief as 
they are looking for. 

The horsemen are threa¬ 
tening not to race this year 
at Exhibition Park unless 
the provincial government 
reduces the 6 1,2 per cent 
pari-mutuel tax. 

Ken O’Connell, president 
of the Horsemen's Benevo¬ 
lent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion. said hts members are 
in desperate financial shape 
because of the rising costs of 
racing thoroughbreds and 
the ’’negligible enhance- 
ment In purse money over 
the last few years." 

Wolfe said horse breeders 
got a break in the last budget 
when the government re- 
dueed the provincial take 
from the tracks by one per 
cent and set up a breeders’ 
incentive fund. 

And he hints another 
break could be coming in the 
provincial budget to be pre¬ 
sented to the legislature 
later this month. 

“I guess they're anticipat¬ 
ing that there would be no 
change in the budget,” he 
said. 

"I can’t say any more 
about what plans there 
might be for the future be¬ 
cause our next year's budget 
will be forthcoming in the 
near future, but I'm looking 
at their submission and I'll 
be 'Responding Jto it." 

However, Wolfe said he is 
not prepared to cut the pari¬ 
mutuel tax to the 3 1-2 per 
cent proposed by the horse¬ 
men. That works out to $4 
million, he said, and he

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NHL governors prepare new approach to merger with WHA clubs

The backing and filling continued as the National 
Hockey League board of governors prepared to meet 
In Chicago next Thursday to consider another pro 
posal for a merger with four of the six members of 
the World Hockey Association 
Prospects of an NHL-WHA union were pronounced 
dead by NHL president John Ziegler after the 
latest plan was rejected at a board meeting in Key 
Largo, Fla., last week and were resurrected within 
three days. 


The Key Largo formula- fell one vote short of the 
two-thirds majority required for acceptance by the 
board of the plan to gdmlt the four WHA franchises 
— Kdmnnton, Winnipeg, Quebec and New England — 
to membership. The other two WHA cities. Cincin¬ 
nati and Birmingham, were not included in the 
deal. 




Jets are wary 


News of the breakdown in negotiations for the third 
time in as many years brought a flood of unfavor¬ 
able comment, particularly from the three rejected 
Canadian cities, with criticism directed especially at 
the three Canadian NHL members — Montreal. 
Toronto and Vancouver — all opponents of the Key 
Largo proposal. 


But while Toronto Maple Leafs owner Harold 
Ballard remained a steadfast opponent of any ac¬ 
commodation with the WHA. spokesmen for Mon¬ 
treal Canadiens and Vancouver Canucks quickly 
responded that they had voted, against the terms of 
the Key Largo agreement rather than against the 
principle of a merger. 

And Ziegler, explaining why the issue had resur- / 
fqced so quickly, said there had been enough sdconty 
thoughts among his board members to warrant 
reconsideration. 


"We don't have a new resolution,” he said, re¬ 
sponding to reports that a new and detailed set of 
proposals had been worked out. ”We don't have all 
the points ironed out." 


But the NHL president said he hopes to work out a 
consensus in advance of the Chicago meeting. 

Among possible bones of contention were the sta 
tus of players taken from NHL rosters when the 
WHA was formed in 1972, division of television 
revenues and the terms of the expansion draft. 

Meanwhile, some of the WHA members greeted 
the news of the revived merger talks with limited 
enthusiasm. 

Peter Pocklington, owner of Edmonton Oilers, said 
he was interested in joining the NHL only on "even 
terms” and indicated that he was prepared to open 
negotiations with European leagues for some kind of 
affiliation if he and his fellow-owners were treated as 
"second-class citizens" by the NHL. 


WINNIPEG (CP) — Winnipeg Jets are wary about 
a last minute proposal frpm the National Hockey 
League to keep talk of league expansion alive. 

"First, we want to see it." Jets spokesman Marc 
Cloutier said Thursday. "Then, it should be dealt 
with at the bargaining table, not through the 
media.” 

"We feel there have been too many quotes in the 
paper and too many people getting hurt. Nobody's 
winning." 

Cloutier said he was referring to sharp criticism of 
Molson Breweries of Canada Ltd. and Frank Grif¬ 
fiths. chairman of the board of Vancouver Can¬ 
ucks. 

The Canucks and the Molson owned Montreal Can¬ 
adiens were two of five NHL clubs which voted last 
week against admitting Winnipeg and three other 
World Hockey Association teams to the league next 

season. 

Some sports commentators called for an Immedi¬ 
ate boycott of Molson's products. Western Broad¬ 
casting Ltd . which has the major interest In the 
Canucks, also came in for scattered criticism. 

Cloutier and general manager John Ferguson say 
the Jets are cautious, about media speculation on a. 
new proposal which NHL governors will discuss in 
Chicago March 22. 

ltadio station CKNW of New Westminster reported 
Wednesday, without naming its source, that the 
major points of the plan included giving NHL teams 
rights to many WHA players, excluding the four 
WHA teams from national television revenue for five 
years, and charging each team $6 million for NHL 
admission 

Ferguson said the Jets want further consideration 
of all three points. 

Heporls indicate WHA teams would be allowed to 
protect only two goaltenders and two skaters from 
among the players to which the NHL claims rights. 

"That has to be a negotiable item." said Ferguson. 

"I think we could live with keeping five skaters and 
two goaltenders.” 

The list of Jetsjplayers claimed by NHL teams 
includes goaltenders Joe Daley and Markus Mattson 
and skaters Bobby Hull, Terry Ruskowski, Kent 
Nilsson, Morris Lukowich and Lyle Moffatt. f 

Among the.players exclusively the property of the 
Jets are goaltender Gary Smith and skaters Lars- 
Frik SJoberg. Rich Preston. Willy Llndstrom and 
Roland Eriksson. 

A proposal to have all NHL teams share in the 
television revenues from Hockey Night in Canada 
could be qven more contentious an issue than player 
rights.

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Russian regains world crown 
as defending champion fourth

VIENNA (AP) - Vladi¬ 
mir Kovalev of the Soviet 
Union regained the world 
figure' skating title Thurs¬ 
day night after defending 
champion Charlie Tickner of 
Litfleton. Colo., gave a bril¬ 
liant exhibition of free skat¬ 
ing but failed to make up 
ground on the leaders 

Kobin Cousins of Britain 
finished second and Jan 
Hoffmann of East Germany 
placed third 

Tickner was third after a 
sub-par performance in the 
carter stages of the compe¬ 
tition and finished fourth 

Scott Cramer, of Colorado 
Springs. Colo., was fifth. 

Kovalev finished with 17 
ordinals and 185.80 points. 
Cousins had 22 and 185.18. 
Hoffmann 25 and 185.10 and 
Tickner 28 and 184.28. 

The most sympathetic 
cheers of the night were for 
the Japanese stars Fumio 
Igarashi and Mltsuru Mat 
xumura. The crowd loved 
their spectacular skating 
and whistled and booed 
when their scores went upon, 
the board 

Igarashi finished in sixth 
place with 57 urdinals and 
177116 points. Matsumura 
was ninth with 83 and 

172.71. 

Canadians Brian Pockar 
of Calgary and Vern Taylor 
of Toronto placed 13th and 
13th, respectively. Pockar 
was l lth after the short pro¬ 
gram and Taylor 17th. 

Kovalev won the world 
crown in 1977 but Tickner 
took it from him last year in 
Ottawa 


Two more titles remain to 
be decided — Ice dancing on 
today and the women’s fig¬ 
ure skating on Saturday. 

East German Anett 
Poetzsch staked her claim to 
a second women's title after 
the compulsory figures. But 
she had Linda Fratiannc of 
the U.S., the girl Poetzsch 
dethrone last year, close be¬ 
hind her. 

Fratianne, the 1977 cham 
pion who wound up second to 
the East German at the 1978 
worlds in Ottawa, was in 
third spot after the compul- 
sorles — only a fraction se¬ 
parated her from second- 
placed Dagmar Lurz of West 
Germany. 

Poetzsch scored 12 ordi¬ 
nals and 41.16 points. Lurz 
had 22 ordinals and 42.92 
points and Fratianne also 
had 22 ordinals and 42.80 
points. Ordinals represent 
the placings by the nine 
judges. 

Janet Morrissey of Ot¬ 
tawa, appearing at her first 
world championship, was 
placed 17th after the figures 
while Astrid Jansen, a To¬ 
ronto resident who skates 
for her native Netherlands, 
placed 23rd. 

"I was happy with the fig¬ 
ures I laid down," said Mor¬ 
rissey, a 19-year-old Carle- 
ton University student who 
last month captured the Ca¬ 
nadian women's title from 
Toronto's Heather Kern- 
karan 

Looking forward to their 
final part of the dance com¬ 
petition are Porna Wighton 
of Toronto and John Dowd 
ing of Oakville. Out., still 
sixth after Thursday's third 
compulsory dance and the 
set pattern dance. 

Despite placing fourth .in 
the third dance, Wighton and 


Dowding failed to move up 
in the standings and now are 
counting on a strong free 
skating final today to carry 
them up at leasl one place 
They finished sixth in their 
second world championship 
last year and had hoped to 
Improve by at least one this 
time. 

Patricia Fletcher and Mi 
ehael de la Penotiere of To¬ 
ronto remained in 15th place 
while defending champions 
Natalia Linichuk and Gen¬ 
nadi Karponosov remained 
firmly atop the standings. 

The champions from the 
Soviet Union had a total of 
nine ordinals after the first 
half of the competition, 
meaning they were placed 
first by ail nine judges, and 
they had 102.56 points. 


Hungarians Krisztina He 
goeezy and Andras Sallay 
remained in second spot 
with 21 ordinals and 100.20 
points while Irina Moiseeva 


and Andrei Minenkov of the 
Soviet Union, the 1975 and 
1977 world dance cham¬ 
pions. were third with 23 and 
99.84.

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Rhodes raped me—woman 


A surprise last-minute 
witness was called by the 
prosecution Thursday and 
she told a Supreme Court 
jury in Victoria that Sidney 
Blair Rhodes. 22. raped her 
last August. „ 

The assertion was 
strongly denied by Rhodes, 
who also said he had never 
been arrested or charged in 
that connection. 

RHODKS IS charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
stabbing death Oct 12 of 
Susan Marie Calve, 17. The 
prosecution has alleged that 
he was altempting to sex¬ 
ually assault Calve at the 
time and that he did have 
sex with her. 

The crown called the wit 
ness, a Victoria mother of 
two. in rebuttal evidence 
alter Vancouver psychia¬ 
trist Dr. James Tyhurst tes. 
lified the day before that his 
investigations did not show 
Rhodes had a predisposition 
or 'tendency to sexual as¬ 
sault. „ 

Tyhurst. recalled b\ the 
defence to counter the re¬ 
buttal evidence, said what 
he heard in court Thursday 
did not change his opinion 
that Rhodes didn't have a 
predisposition to engage in 
rape, attempted rape or in¬ 
decent assault 

HE SAID he knew there 
had been a police investiga¬ 
tion into an alleged rape and 
Rhodes wasn't arrested or 
charged, that there had been 
an investigation by a parole 
officer and his parole had 
not beer, revoked and that 
crown counsel decided not 
to proceed with a charge. 

Told to assume the 
woman's assertion was true, 
and asked if in that case his 
opinion would change, he 
said it would, but that was 
not to say that would mean 
Rhodes did have a predispo¬ 
sition to sexual assault. 

The direction and degree 
of his change "of opinion 
would depend on the facts, 
he said, but he agreed it 
would reduce his evidence of 
no predisposition to sexual 
assault; 

THE WOMAN told the 
jury that Rhodes phoned her 
about a m. Aug. 25 and 
went to her house uninvited 
and ordered her to have sex¬ 
ual intercourse with him 
against her will. 

She agreed she had know n 
Rhodes earlier and there 
had been a sexual relation¬ 
ship. but said it ended ear 
tier. 

She also said Tyhurst had 
tried to interview her but 
she told him to give her a 
call wlieh he came to Vic¬ 
toria. 

THE WOMAN denied that 
she pursued a complaint of 
rape with the police because 
of animosity toward Rhodes 
as a result of an argument 
during which he slapped 
her. 

A volunteer w ith Rape Re¬ 
lief. Lynne Trace, said she 
received a phone call from 
the woman about 5:15 a m. 
Aug. 25. The woman was al¬ 
most hysterical relating an 
incident of rape and it took 
l 1 -, hours to calm her. She 
went to lier house between 7 
and 7::l() a.m. and took her to

hospital and the police sta¬ 
tion. 

She agreed that what hap¬ 
pened was a pattern in rape 
calls and it often took three 
hours on the phone to calm a 
woman. 

RHODES SAID there had 
been a sexual relationship 
with the woman and he 
phoned her just after mid¬ 
night Aug. 25 to suggest he 
babysit her two children so 
she could visit friends on her 
birthday later in the month, 
and she invited him over. 

He said what began as a 
goodnight kiss became con¬ 
sensual intercourse and she 
did not object and did not 
struggle. He woke up about I 
or 1:36 a m. and decided to 
leave and an argument de¬ 
veloped when- she said he 
couldn't handle babysitting 
both children, and he 
slapped her and left. 

The prosecution also pro¬ 
duced another rebuttal wit¬ 
ness, Victoria psychiatrist 
Dr. Kenneth McLeod, who 
said while it was possible, it 
was not likely that the ca¬ 
pacity. to form an intent on 
the part of Rhodes would-be 
suspended for the brief 
period of lime during which 
the slabbing occurred. 

EROM THE description of 
events given the court, he 
said it was probable Rhodes 
was capable of forming an 
intent up to the time he 
opened the knife while w alk¬ 


ing with Calve through a 
wood beside Cedar Hill golf 
course, and when the victim 
was on the ground and 
Rhodes put his hand on her 
neck to sjop the bleeding, he 
was capable of forming an 
intent. 

Defence counsel Patrick 
Sweeney and crown counsel 
Brian Smith, who has been 
assisted by Wayne Smith, 
then gave their summations 
to the jury. 

Sweeney argued that the 
crown failed to prove that 
Rhodes killed Calve while 
Hiding or attempting to rape 
her and there were indica¬ 
tions that a sexual assault 
did not occur. 

IF THE JIIRV believed 
there was no rape or at¬ 
tempted rape, then it wasn't 
first-degree murder, he 
said. To' be second-degree 
murder, he said. Rhodes 
must have intended to kill

her, and he pointed to Ty- 
hursfs opinion that Rhodes 
didn’t have the ability to 
form such an intent because 
of the effects of alcohol and 
the drug MDA. 

He said there was a rea¬ 
sonable' doubt that Rhodes 
had the capacity to form an 
intent and if the jury was sa¬ 
tisfied there was no intent, 
then that meant the prosecu¬ 
tion had proved manslaugh 
ter 

Smith argued that Rhodes 
intended to kill her or cause 
her bodily harm that he 
knew or ought to have known 
would result in death, and 
that it took place in the 
course of a sexual assault. 

HE POINTED to medical 
evidence and no rips or tears 
in Calve’s clothing, meaning 
her clothing was off when 
the knifing occurred. 
Rhodes' belt was found at 
the scene, and there was no 
blood on his pants when he 
went home becauseJfc'had 
his pants off at the time, he 
said. 

Calve was trying to de¬ 
fend herself, and this was 
shown by the defensive cuts 
to her fingers as she 
grabbed for the knife, he 
said. 

Smith pointed to testi¬ 
mony that Rhodes appeared 
normal just before the kill¬ 
ing and just after. Immedi 
atel.v after the killing, 
Rhodes tried to cover up his 
crime by' throwing her 


clothes into a creek and con¬ 
cocting a story that the 
blood on him arose from a 
fight in a beer parlor. 

HE SAID Rhodes exagger¬ 
ated “very conveniently” 
about drugs and alcohol, 
noting that Rhodes said he, 
bought six grams of MDa 
for $180, when it appeared 
from other evidence that 
what he did purchase was 
six “hits.’' or just under one 
gram, for $20 

Rhodes was not an autom¬ 
aton acting in some sort of 
dream world, and only in 
July had demonstrated to 
Calve in a half-joking man¬ 
ner with a knife how to kill 
someone by cutting the jugu¬ 
lar vein, which is what he 
did to her on Oct. 12, he 
said. 

Smith said the defence's 
version of what happened 
was supported only by- 
Rhodes' self-serving story of 
what occurred and a lot of 
theory. 

HE CONCLUDED by say¬ 
ing Rhodes lured Calve to 
the woods for the purpose of 
intercourse, she resisted, he 
panicked and killed her. 

Mr. Justice D.E. Andrews 
is to address the jury this 
morning, after which the 
nine men and three women 
will retire to consider their 
verdict. -

Food-processing 
lagging in B.C. 


B.C.’s food-processing in¬ 
dustry is lagging behind its 
competitors in the rest of 
Canada* according to a re¬ 
search report prepared for 
the Legislature’s standing 
committee on agriculture. 

The committee, headed by 
Len Bawtree (SC-Shuswap). 
has been holding hearings 
and conducting a wide-rang¬ 
ing study into the entire food 
system in B.C. 

The latest report, released 
Thursday, said B.C. had 
about 11 per cent of thk Ca¬ 
nadian population but pro¬ 
duced only eight per cent of 
the food processed and man¬ 
ufactured in Canada. 

“Over the five years end¬ 
ing 1977, the value of food 


processing shipments has 
increased at a rate six per 
cent below the national 
average and 15 per cent 
below neighboring Alberta. 

“Despite an apparent po¬ 
tential for future expansion, 
food and beverage process¬ 
ing is one of the larger com¬ 
ponents of B.C.'s manufac¬ 
turing sector. It accounts for 
18 per cent of the value of 
manufacturing shipments 
and is second only to the 
wood-related manufactur¬ 
ing industries" 

The report said only two 
food processing cate¬ 
gories—fish and wine—were 
producing sufficient volume 
to supply all B.C. consump¬ 
tion requirements. 


"Despite the fact that the 
dairy and poultry products 
are under supply manage¬ 
ment at the primary level, 
there is still a need to import 
processed products from 
outside B.C. lo satisfy local 
requirements.” 

While the fishing industry 
is expanding owing to the ex¬ 
tension of offshore fishing 
rights, “some doubt has 
been expressed as to wheth¬ 
er the industry has either 
the facilities or the market 
knowledge to fully exploit 
the value-added opportuni¬ 
ties presented by larger sup¬ 
plies of some fish species." 

The report said fruit and 
vegetable processing had 
been declining.

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada is turnihg down a request 
for arms from the ousted Grenadian prime minister. Sir 
Eric Gairy. 

An external affairs spokesman said Wednesday 
that the Canadian policy "is not to supply military 
equipment to areas where hostilities exist or where 
there is a danger of Imminent hostilities and that covers 
this particular situation.” 

Maurice Bishop, a 33-year-old Grenadian legisla¬ 
tor, "and his supporters toppled Gairy from power 
Tuesday while the prime minister was in New York. 
The Insurgents seemed in control of the tiny island na¬ 
tion 160 kilometre^ northeast of Venezuela’s eastern

Gairy asked Tuesday for help from Canada, the 
United States and Britain to help him put down what he 
said was an attempted coup in his country of 110,000 per¬ 
sons. 

The external affairs spokesman said Gairy asked 
for military equipment from Canada. 

Earlier. External Affairs Minister Don Jamieson 
said Canada would not send troops Into the island nation 
but he could not say anything more about the situa¬ 
tion until he has been briefed on findings by the 
Canadian ambassador to Barbados. The ambassador in 
Barbados also represents Canada in Grenada.

Report cites danger 
of accidental incest

BOSTON (AP) — Doctors 
who practise artificial in¬ 
semination sometimes use 
the sperm of one man to 
impregnate dozens of 
women, raising the danger 
of accidental incest among 
offspring who unknowingly 
have the same father, a 
study warns. 

THE REPORT also chas¬ 
tises doctors for failing to 
ensure that the men who do¬ 
nate sperm arc genetically 
healthy so that the risk of 
birth defects will be as low 
as possible. 

The study, prepared by re¬ 
searchers at the University 
of Wisconsin in Madison, es¬ 
timates that between 6,000 
and 10.000 children are born 
in the United States each 
year to women who arc 
made pregnant with sperm 
from anonymous donors. 

The investigators sur¬ 
veyed 379 doctors who piW- 
tise artificial insemination. 
Their results were published 
In today's issue of the New 
England Journal oj Medi¬ 
cine.

They said most doctors 
screen sperm donors for ge¬ 
netically transmitted de¬ 
fects by questioning them 
about family histories. But 
only 29 per cent of the doc¬ 
tors performed any tests on 
the men and these were pri¬ 
marily for communicable 
diseases. 

“I THINK more screening 
should be done than the. 
average practitioner is per¬ 


forming,” Dr. Sander Sha¬ 
piro, one of the researchers, 
said in an interview “The 
average practitioner who 
just grabs the closest male 
available is doing less than 
adequate service to his pa¬ 
tients.” 

Most sperm is donated by 
medical students and hospi¬ 
tal-affiliated doctors. How¬ 
ever, some physicians said 
they also acquired it from 
patients' husbands or their 
personal friends. 


THE STUDY found that 
more than 95 per cent of the 
women who receive artifi¬ 
cial insemination do so be¬ 
cause their husbands arc 
sterile. However, 10 per cent 
of the doctors said they also 
provide the service for sin¬ 
gle women. 

Three-quarters of the doc¬ 
tors said they never use the 
sperm of one man to father 
more than six babies. How¬ 
ever, six per cent said they 
had used one donor fftr 15 or 
more pregnancies, and one 
doctor replied that one man 
had produced 50 children. 

The doctors keep secret 
..the identities of men donal 
ing sperm and this can lead 
to inadvertant inbreeding, 
the researchers said. 

DOCTORS use sperm 
from donors who are the 
same race and build as the 
recipient’s husband. 

"A single donor may make 
a large contribution to a 
local ethnic community,” 
the researchers said.

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Seal-hunt protest quietly fading away 


ST. ANTHONY, NfId. (CP) — The Greenpeace Founda¬ 
tion's on-the-spot protest of the seal hunt off northern 
Newfoundland was quietly lading Thursday with the depar¬ 
ture of Ed Chavies who marked tne harp pup with green dye 
Wednesday. 

Chavies of Boston is expected to be charged some 
time within the next 12, months as a result of the 
action he carried out under the noses of the federal fi¬ 
sheries officers on the Ice HO nautical miles north of 
here. , 

Four of the seven-member Greenpeace contingent were 
still here Thursday but were planning to leave aboard 
their chartered aircraft some time today. 

:As the anti-sealing protesters were preparing to de¬ 
part. crews of six Canadian and four Norwegian ships 
were killing seals on the ice so kilometres off the southern 
Labrador roast in clear sunny weather. 

ATTEMPTS TO CHECK the whereabouts of Franz Weber, 
a Swiss who also opposes the seal hunt, were cut short by 
high winds. J , , 

The helicopter under charter to news media personnel 
virtually stood still in mid-air as it attempted to buck BO 
knot headwinds on the Bt-kilometrc flight to Blanc Sablon.

Weber, who was last in the area two years ago, was re¬ 
ported to have arrived in Blanc Sablon in preparation 
.for a trip north along the Labrador coast.

year, federal fisheries authorities were preparing to open 
the season for hooded seals, a different species that breeds 
on the outer fringe of the ice pack. 

Although the decision is up to invididual captains, it was 
expected that somg ships would disengage from the 
harp hunt during the weekend to get in position for the 
hooded season opening Monday. 

TOTAL HOODED QUOTA is 15,000 with the first 12,000 di¬ 
vided evenly between Canadian and Norwegian vessels.

."I don't like this way of 
proceeding,'.' the lawyer 
said. “If they have proof, let 
them go ahead and file 
charges." 

Chabot said he had person 
ally received the threat, 
which had contained an "in¬ 
direct allusion" to the un 
proven allegation that Treu 
had tried to sell classified 
NATO defence information 
to the Chinese. But he de¬ 
clined to name the person 
who made the threat, add 
ing. "I don't think it was 
made on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada" 

THE THREAT was made 
"recently"—in the weeks 
following a Feb. 20 ruling by 
the Quebec Court of Appeal 
that overturned a lower 
court conviction of Treu on 
charges of illegally retain¬ 
ing and carelessly handling 
classified papers on the 
NATO air defence line in 
Europe. 

Chabot. flanked by Treu at 
a meeting with a small 
group of reporters, also dis¬ 
closed his legal strategy in 
claiming $150,000 in dam¬ 
ages from Ottawa. 

IN A MARCH 2 letter to 
Justice Minister Marc La- 
londe. Chabot threatened to 
launch court .action unless 
the government look steps to 
settle within a standard 90- 
day legal delay. 

Pressed in the Commons 
recently, Lalonde steadfast¬ 
ly refused to consider the 
request, saying It would 
open the door to suits from 
virtually anyone who was 
prosecuted unsuccessfully.. 

Chabot conceded that it 
would be difficult to sue the 
government for bringing Ihe 
charges. This would involve 
the difficult task of proving 
that the prosecution, started 
in 1976 after a two-year 
RCMP investigation, was 
malicious and unfounded 

BUT THE LAWYER 

noted that the action would 
be brought conjointly

DURING THE scored trial 
in Montreal sessions Rourl, 
the key crown evidenw was 
Treu's lack of a security 
clearance. But the reasons 
why it was withdrawn out¬ 
side his knowledge while he 
was working on classified 
NATO contracts remains a 
mystery, despite Treu’s 
theory of "bureaucratic 
bungling " 

The three appeals judges 
unanimously found that 
Treu was reasonable in as¬ 
suming he had the clear¬ 
ance, partly because he was 
invited to a secret June, 
1973, meeting In Ottawa at 
which classified information 


was discussed. The meeting 
was held after he applied for 
renewal of his clearance. 

ON THURSDAY, Treu 
told a reporter that Jenkins 
had taken a personal inter¬ 
est in his clearance and that 
he continued to receive clas¬ 
sified NATO information 
and contracts until Aug. 16, 
1977. 

"This is nothing else but 
entrapment. Intentional en 
trapment," he added. 

’(he lawyer said he was 
hoping for a meeting with 
Lalonde or justice depart¬ 
ment officials. 

In a separate letter to La 
londe. Solicitor-General 
Jean Jacques Blais and the 
McDonald commission. 
Chabot complained .of 
Treu's portrayal as a Chi¬ 


nese spy, when the charges 
made no mention of the 
matter. 

THE ONLY evidence cited 
was a question asked in the 
Commons by Conservative 
MI’ Otto Jelinek (High 
Park-IIumber Valley) in 
which he accused the gov¬ 
ernment of trying to cover 
up Treu's alleged involve¬ 
ment in passing NORAD 
documents to Chinese offi¬ 
cials. 

Jelinek asked the questiun 
on April 26. 1977, the same 
day that the crown intro¬ 
duced a "Chinese prospec¬ 
tus'" prepared by Treu as 
evidence at the trial— held 
entirely in camera. 

CHABOT ARGUED sue 
cessfully before the appeal 
court that the crown "taint¬ 


ed the atmosphere" of the 
trial by introducing the 
document. 

Although Treu was initial¬ 
ly investigated as an espio¬ 
nage suspect, the charges 
were brought on entirely dif 
ferent grounds. Treu and his 
lawyer say. 

Chabot says he suspects, 
but cannot prove, that Ihe 
RCMP may have leaked the 
information to Jelinek to 
bring public pressure on the 
judge. Since the MP was 
protected by parliamentary 
'immunity, he could not be 
cited for contempt. 

“THE RCMP cannot heal

Elmo Wortman, 53, his son 
Randy, 16, and daughters, 
Cindy, 17, and Geana, 13, 
managed to survive the or¬ 
deal in the coldest February 
on record on icebound Ball 
Island. 

All four are now in hospi¬ 
tal in Ketchikan, Alaska, 
were they are being treated 
for severely frostbitten 
feet. 

Wortman said Wednesday 
that he wouldn't talk with 
reporters until all members 
of the family were on the 
mend But he said Informa¬ 
tion they supplied to a .U S. 
Coast Guard officer after 
rescue March 11 accurately 
described the ordeal. 

The Wortmans were 
aboard their 10-metre sail¬ 
boat when it ran aground 7 
and broke up in stormy surf 
early on Valentine’s Day. 
They had on flotation jac¬ 
kets, but lost their boots. 

At daybreak they set off in 
search of shelter, hiking and 
paddling about 40 kilometres 
aboard a raft made from the 
wreckage of their smashed 
boat. They had also sal¬ 
vaged a gallon of corn oil. 
six apples, two onions and 
some powdered orange juice 
from the boat, a gallon of 
diesel fuel and foam mat¬ 
tress pads. 

On Feb. 25, the girls were 
set up in a makeshift shelter 
on the beach, while Wort¬ 
man and his son struck off in 
search of a cabin Wortman 
knew about. They were un¬ 
able to return for 13 days. 

When Elmo and Randy 
failed to return as promised, 
Cindy moved the camp up 
the beach for better shelter 
from the wind and to avoid 
the tide, which was coming 
in higher each day," the 
coast guard report said.

The blind aid 
sighted pupils 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
While mos( second-graders 
struggle with such things as 
writing and multiplication, 
Anne Kreuter’s seven-year- 
olds are also getting early 
lessons In’tolerance. At the 
same time, blind teenagers 
under Linda Jacobsen's tu¬ 
telage may be getting their 
first taste of acceptance. 

Mrs. Kreuter, a Grade 2 
teacher in Huntington 
Beach, Calif., and Mrs. Ja¬ 
cobsen, a teacher at the Los 
Angeles Foundation for the 
Junior Blind, are old friends 
who share the conviction 
that exposure breeds under¬ 
standing. 

For three years now, Mrs., 
Jacobsen has loaded her 
handicapped students in a 
station wagon and driven the 
64 kilometres to the Orange 
County school. Beforehand, 
Mrs. Kreuter has spent 
countless hours preparing 
her classes for the visits. 

“Anhe wanted her kids to 
be exposed to exceptional 
kids,” Mrs/ Jacobsen ex¬ 
plains, “and I wanted my 
kids exposed to sighted kids. 
These kids are about on the 
same level socially," 

During a recent visit, the 
blind children came with 
tools they use in their school 
work—a Braille typewriter 
and "touch" books contain¬ 
ing shapes and textures they 
learn to differentiate. 

During the five-hour stay, 
the sighted and unsighted 
broke into rotating study 
centres to experiment with 
the tools, the two sets of 
children alternately sharing 
parts of their day-to-day 
lives. 

The blind students demon¬ 
strated the Braille ty¬ 
pewriter, In turn, the sec¬ 
ond-graders—en 
masse—guided the blind 
students down sidewalks, 
through the maze of pint- 
size classroom tables and 
over the playground equip¬ 
ment. 

To ensure that the chil¬ 
dren knew what to expect, 
"they took blind walks and 
we had them lead each other 
around obstacles so they 
would be aware of special 


considerations involved in 
leading someone else 
around.”

It is fashionable these 
days to ask how the chang¬ 
ing role of women in North 
America is reflected in ad¬ 
vertising. And when it turns 
out that not too much has 
changed in the kitchens or 
over the brige tables of the 
ladies who live In videoland, 
people challenge the adver¬ 
tising industry on why it is, 
insensitive to change. 

I have never personally 
observed anyone in the ad¬ 
vertising business con¬ 
sciously deciding to insult, 
demean, or condescend to 
women as they plan adver¬ 
tising campaigns. Advertis¬ 
ing people simply do not sit 
around and plot new ways to 
put women down in their 
ads. 

In 1975, the National Ad¬ 
vertising Review Board Is¬ 
sued a position paper titled 
Advertising and Women, in 
which it said that it was not 
just a matter of social re¬ 
sponsibility but "a counter¬ 
productive business prac¬ 
tice to try to sell a product to 
someone who feels insulted 
by the product’s advertis¬ 
ing" „ 

A member of that panel, 
James C. Nelson Jr. of San 
Francisco, urged the indus¬ 
try to consider: “Are the at¬ 
titudes and behavior of the 
women in my ads suitable 
models for my own daughter 


to copy? Will I be happy if 
my own female children 
grow up to act and react the 
way the women in-my ads 
act and react?" 

There has been equal con¬ 
cern on the client 4jfrie. In 
recent years, many corpo¬ 
rate managements have de¬ 
voted an increasing amount 
of attention to social issues. 

When social critics or spe¬ 
cial interest groups com 
ment on the omission of cer¬ 
tain groups in our society 
from advertising or the 
stereotypical ways in which 
other groups (Including 
women) are shown in adver¬ 
tising, their response is 
often a management edict 
to censor insulting stero- 
types or to set a quantitive 
ratio on the casting of cer¬ 
tain types of consumers. The 
result is often tokenism. 

A review of advertising 
currently on the air shows 
that for the most part 
women are still depicted or 
assumed to be living in very 
Stereotyped or limited 
ways. 

Since the advertising that 
we see on our TV sets is 
the end result of systematic 
marketing programs. I be¬ 
lieve that stereotypes of 
women in advertising will 
not change unless the new 
realities of women’s lives 
are built into the marketing 
process. 

The organizational struc¬ 
ture of most companies tend 


to separate the handling of 
social issues from the day- 
to-day activities of market¬ 
ing and advertising. The so¬ 
cial responsibility area is 
sometimes the province of a 
special staff or department, 
sometimes personnel de¬ 
partments, sometimes cor¬ 
porate counsel, and often by 
all of these. 

On the other hand, mar¬ 
keting departments employ 
a variety of experts, special¬ 
ists and consultants. Mar¬ 
keting techniques and tools 
have never been more so¬ 
phisticated or complex. 
While most marketing pro¬ 
grams are based on a study 
of consumers or certain seg¬ 
ments of the consumer mar¬ 
ket, there is a gap between 
issues of social change and 
the practice of marketing. 

I believe the problem is 
not one of procedure but of 
perspective. The challenge 
to marketers is to subject 
their own personal assump¬ 
tions about society to the 
kind of objective apprais¬ 
al they arc trained to do so 
well.

East has a mystery to 
solve in the defense of 
today’s puzzling game. If 
he defends without 
thought, he gives declarer 
his game. If he takes time 
to visualize the distribu¬ 
tion, he is bound to find the 
winning shift. 

West does well to lead a 
club instead of a spade. 
Against a spade lead, de¬ 
clarer can manage two 
spade tricks and there will 
be plenty of time to de¬ 
velop a club trick. 

However, after East 
wins the club king, he must 
make the winning play. If 
he returns a club automati¬ 
cally, declarer has no 
problems. He will have 
nine top tricks with some 
chance of developing a 
10th. 

East should consider the 
following: West’s lead 
places both South and West 
with a four-card club suit. 
South’s opening bid of one 
diamond also marks him 
with at least four cards in 
that suit. And since South 
raised to two hearts, South 
can hold, at most, only a 
doubleton spade. 

With the distributional 
mystery solved. East 
should have an easy 
switch. A low spade is 
ducked to West’s king and 
the spade return is ducked 
by East with declarer’s 
ace toppling on the 10 from 
dummy. 

Now when declarer tries 
to establish a club winner, 
West wins the ace and

OTTAWA (CP) - The

Dear Dr. Ruble: I’ve been 
having a problem with the 
white part of my ey es. They 
are red and sometimes 1 
would call them bloodshot. I 
was checked by an ophthal¬ 
mologist and he recom¬ 
mended glasses to ease eye- 
strain. That did not correct 
the problem. Could this be 
due to an allergy? I am 35 
and am Wondering if this 
might be an old allergy 
problem. I was allergic to 
many foods as a child. I also 
have headaches occasional¬ 
ly. What should I do next? — 
Mrs. M B. 

Your are probably on the 
right track — the allergy 
track. Reddened eyes with 
drainage may be due to al¬ 
lergy, and since you have a 
history of that it would have 
to be high on the list of sus¬ 
pects. Have you started 
using certain makeups of 
late? You would do well to 
avoid all sprays (hair, deo¬ 
dorant, nose, etc-) as well as 
eye makeup. 

That’s a good start, but 
other possibilities — bacteri¬ 
al or fungal infections — 
should be investigated. The 
ophthalmologist (eye spe¬ 
cialist), the allergist and the 
dermatologist are all in¬ 
volved in such ailments. I 
presume the eye doctor you 
saw checked out other possi¬ 
bilities such as glaucoma or 
eye cornea problems. Con 
junctivitis is nothing to fool 
with, and ’ sympthoms as 
yours, which linger, have to 
be checked out closely. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: What 
would cause my left eye to 
tear a lot? This started hap¬ 
pening about three months 
ago. I figured it was hay 
fever, but now that the sea¬ 
son is over it still occurs. It 
there some medicine for 
this? J.V.F. 

It’s usually caused by a 
blocking of a tear duct, 
usually due to infection. Can 
be bactreial of fungal. If it 
was a problem that came on 
suddenly suspect bacteria, 
and if it was long chronic 
development suspect fun¬ 
gus. In this, usually only One 
eye Is involved. Hay fever 
would have affected both 
eyes. See an eyedoctor. The 
problem may remain after 
treatment, in which case, 
the duct can be unblocked by 
surgery. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: I am a 

24-year-old female. For the 
past two years I have been 
bothered with a painful left 
lyrist. A small bump ap¬ 
pears on the top of the wrist

and it is painful when I move 
it. This comes and goes. 1 
have hedfd this can be 
caused by calcium deposits. 
Can you give me any infor¬ 
mation on this? — Miss 
J.H. 

A small bump like this'on 
the wrist, one that comes 
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and goes, is most often a 
ganglion cyst. The cyst 
forms where a tendon serv¬ 
ing the wrist passes — 
Hence the pain. It wouldn't 
mean calcium deposits, in 
any event. If It Is bother¬ 
some you can have the cyst 
removed surgically. *■

But Defence Minister Barney Danson told the MP 
lor New Westminster on Thursday that Canada was 
negotiating firm guarantees with substantial penalties 
if General Dynamics failed to meet them. 

Leggatt told a Commons defence committee meet, ' 
ing that European buyers of the F IS— Holland. Bel 
gium, Denmark and Norway—were getting much less in 
industrial benefits than they were guaranteed by Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics. 

lie said a recent Public Broadcasting System report 
in the United Stales indicated Holland was getting 


fewer jobs for Dutch industry than originally promised 
and the aircraft price had almost doubled. 

Danson replied there had been "some time lags and 
delays in negotiating contracts with a number of Eu¬ 
ropean countries and industry." 

"It has been a difficult transition, but an important 
one. It Is the first time something like this has happened 
on this scale with a number of different countries." 

The minister and his deputy minister. C.H. Nixon, 
said Canada was negotiating contracts which set sub¬

Garden Notes 


In my last column on roses wc dealt 
with the question of when to buy and 
plant yojur bushes. The next item on 
the agenda is where we shall plant 
them, and there is more to this than 
meets the eye. 

For one thing, I don't care much for 
the idea of tucking the odd rose bush 
here and there in a flower bed among 
the peonies and delphiniums, for roses 
are anti social creatures and prefer to 
keep themselves to themselves — 
snooty is probably the word for them. 

There are exceptions, of course.. 
The species and the shrub roses are 
perfectly at home in any spot wheVe 
you would plant any other flowering 
shrub — more about this later — but 
for the usual hybrid teas and floribun- 
das, the ideal way is to establish a 
special rose bed. 

There are good reasons for this 
apparent snobbishness, for the feed¬ 
ing. spraying and pruning programs 
for roses are quite different from 
other plants. Even their soil require¬ 
ments are different. 

Old Country professional gardeners 
call the rose a "dirty feeder" because 
of its insatiable appetite for old rotted 
manure. When roses are planted in 
among herbaceous perennials, their 
pockets of manure-enriched soil are

promptly invaded by the roots of every 
gate-crasher in the bed. Moreover, the 
other plants grow too lush and leafy 
when sharing such rich fare. 

Plenty of sunshine is a must for 
your proposed rose bed. Roses will 
make fairly good growth in light or 
partial shade, and will almost certain¬ 
ly bloom the first year in such a site, 
but without lots of sunshine to ripen 
their wood and pack their Internal 
tissues full of stored nutrients, the 
flowers will be poor and sparse the 
second year, and the whole plant goes 
steadily downhill thereafter. 

Here again, there are a few excep¬ 
tions that prove the rule. There are 
several climbing roses, notably the 
pale yellow Mermaid, which will grow 
and bloom quite satisfactorily on a 
north wall. 

One common error is to select a 
sheltered spot for your roses. While 
some of the ancestors of our modern 
roses came from Persia and the warm 
islands of the Eastern Mediterranean, 
this blood is intermingled with that of 
roses from cold and windswept North 
China, and over the years our garden 
roses have- developed considerable 
hardiness. 

Because of this tough Chinese heri¬ 
tage, roses resent too much coddling; 


what appears to be a cosy, sheltered, 
sun-trap site will often prove to be too 
sheltered, with poor circulation of air 
and wind through the branches and 
around and between the bushes. 

Roses planted in an angle of a fence 
or house wall, or right up against a 
house foundation, will almost always 
suffer from this poor air circulation. 
In such pockets where there is little air 
movement, the plants will almost al¬ 
ways come down with appalling cases 
of mildew. 

I don’t think you can beat a site 
right out in the open, in full sun all day 
and exposed to all the elements. Insect 
pests are fewer — I think a lot of 
aphids and thrips must get blown away 
— and growth is hard and woody. The 
leaves are tough and leathery, unap¬ 
petizing to insects and caterpillars and 
resistant to disease spores. 

But while roses require plenty of 
air movement, you can have too much 
of a good thing. They don’t care much 
for a site in a narrow passage between 
houses, or between the house and a 
fence. Such a spot is usually a drafty 
wind-tunnel, and while roses don't 
mind a bit of wind right out in the open, 
they can’t take a steady draft blowing 
down the backs of their necks. 


WASHINGTON - An As¬

be challenging and exciting 
work. He told me: 

"This is big stuff. We’re 
going to have to think up 
items that the gossip colum¬ 
nists will take." 

"Such as?” 

"Something like, ’What 


well-known movie queen has 
stars in hef- eyes, thanks to 
Hollywood's new hot plastic 
surgeon, Dr. Cromley Bar¬ 
ton, who, when last seen at 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital, 
was lifting everything be¬ 
longing to the wife of a top 
studio producer?’ or ‘Every¬ 
one at the UCLA Medical 
Center is still talking about 
the standing ovation Dr. 
George Catheter got last 
week oh his smash kidney 
stone operation in the main 
UCLA Hospital Theater. 

“ ‘Everyone who is any¬ 
one in the urology world was - 
at the sellout opening. At a 
post-operation party at the 
Beverly WllShire, Dr. Cath¬ 
eter said he thought it was 
the best thing he’d ever 
done, but hoped he wouldn't 
be typed as just another kid¬ 
ney stone surgeon. 

“ -I’m getting a lot of 
offers, but I really have my 
heart set on removing a 
prostate.’ ’’ 

“That’s good,” I said, 
"even Rona Barrett would 
use that one.’’) 

"Wait," BPomberg said, 
taking notes out of his pock¬ 
et, “I’ve got more. Listen. 


‘Dr. Clem Dumbarton, the 
multi-millionaire orthope 
dist, has just bought a 120- 
foot yacht which he says he 
hopes, for tax reasons, to 
turn into a hospital ship.

“That’s a beautiful press 
release," I told Bromberg. 

"Medicine is a whole new 
ball game,” he said. "I know 
many doctors, good people 
in their fields, who don't 
think they need a press 
ageni. But they’re finding 
out that when people have an 
appendectomy they want a 
name. 

"No one is going to be 
impressed if you say you 
had surgery by somebody 
who hasn't at least been on 
the Johnny Carson show. 

"I had one doctor who 
came to me. and he was 
barely making Sfioo.ooo a 
year. I got him on the cover 
of Parade Magazine, and 
now he owns his own hospi¬ 
tal and shopping center in 
New Jersey."

HOLLYWOOD — To tip or 
not to tip, that age-old con¬ 
troversy, finally has become 
a landmark decision by an 
arbitrator in a labor dispute 
between a waiter's union 
and one of Las Vegas' big¬ 
gest hotels. 

The tip, if appears, is here 
to stay. 

The Internal Revenue Ser¬ 
vice and anyone who has 
ever slipped the maitre d' a 
.twenty for a good table is 
anxiously awaiting whether 
Caesars Palace will appeal a 
decision which awarded 
cocktail waiters and wai¬ 
tresses $1.4 million in back 
tips they never got in the 
first place. 

In case you haven’t been 
to Vegas lately, Caesars in¬ 
augurated a policy last May 
18 whereby you get a re¬ 
served seat at a major per- 
■ formance (such as Frank 
Sinatra or Sammy Davis) 
through Ticketron. Depend¬ 
ing on where you sit, the 
reserved seat costs from 
$17.50 to $30. 

If you choose, you can buy 


a drink for $1 — or not drink 
at all. Elsewhere in the 
hotel, drinks can cost as 
much as $3.50. 

Caesars, which hasn’t de¬ 
cided whether to appeal, 
said the policy was inau¬ 
gurated for the benefits of 
the customer. This way, the 
hotel reasoned, everyone 
had a chance to get good 
seats without having to 
bribe their way up close. 

The Culinary Union, which 
represents 100 waitresses 
and captains working in the 
main showroom, saw it as a 
clearcut violation of its con¬ 
tract with the hotel. 

The union members saw it 
as a drastic slash in pay. 
One waitress said her tips 
declined to about $5 a day, 
which is what some people 
give the pool attendant for a 
towel and a chaise lounge. 

In Las Vegas, people — 
' usually those who can't af¬ 
ford it — overtip. It’s a psy¬ 
chological thing. People sec 
money being thrown all over 
the c’aslno and so they throw 
it, too. 


Biggest tip I know about 
came one night when multi¬ 
millionaire Danny 

Schwartz, a Sinatra pal, won 
$1 million at baccarat. 
Frank helped him carry out 
the loot in brown shopping 
bags. 

Danny, a Palm Springs 
developer, tipped his two 
dealers $30,000. I have also 
seen him tip the dealers 
when he’s lost as much as 
$260,000 in one night — but 
the tips weren’t that big. 

"Look at the good side." 
says the Baccarat King, 
"and consider how many 
children of dealers I've put 
through college.” 

Sinatra is a big tipper, too. 
I've seen him hand a wait¬ 
ress a C-note for a round of 
drinks — served to him on 
the house. 

Hardest hit by Caesars 
Ticketron policy were the 
captains and headwaiters 
w tojdecide whether you sit 
ringside or In the next coun¬ 
ty. 

To give you an example. A 
few years ago, we were 


Frank's personal guests at 
one of his openings. Jilly 
Rizzo, Frank's aide de 
camp, personally sat us 
ringside along with a lot of 
Sinatra’s celebrity pals. 

As often is the case, you 
table hop before the show 
starts.

Criminal fault 
, by bus owner 


QUEBEC (CP) — Gilles Bolduc, owner of the bus 
involved in an accident Iasi AuguM that clalr’ed the 
lives of 40 people, was found criminally responsible 
Thursday by Coroner J. Armand Drouin. 

Drouin decided that Denis Martel, driver of the bus. 
could not be held criminally responsible for the Aug. 4 
crash near Eastman. 100 kilometrea.£ast of Montreal. 

In a 45-page verdict, Drouin ruled that since Bol¬ 
duc himself performed the mechanical maintenance on 
his vehicles, he had to have been aware the braking sys¬ 
tem on the bus was defective. 


Drouin said evidence showed there was a “total 
absence of braking on the front wheels of the bus, ex 
cessive wear of the brake linings and water, oil and 
grease In their air reservoir." 

This, he said, “constituted an evident danger (or the 
public and particularly for the passengers. 

"He (Bolduc) therefore took a risk in allowing the 
bus onto the road and he accepted the consequences 
of the risk," the coroner said. 

The 1956 coach, filled with handicapped people and 
volunteers, was starting on a trip home from an excur¬ 


sion when It careened down a steep hill, plunged into 
Lac d'Argent and sank. 

Drouin held his inquest In Granby, tjue., early In 
December. 

He said the evidence showed Martel knew the bus 
fie was drivlng lacked a parking brake 

But he added: "Tests carried out by experts show 
that this brake alone could not have stopped the Jtus on 
the Eastman hill.”

Stames said he took pains to ensure that no cabinet 
minister knew of the operation. 

His heavily-edited testimony was made public by 
the commission Thursday. The commission's nor- 
mal daily transcript runs to about 200 pages, but only 
98 pages of the Nov. 15 transcript were released. 
The rest was kept secret for national security rea¬ 
sons, a commission lawyer said. 

Prime Minister Trudeau and his cabinet had been 
"well Wvare of our continuing interest in the separat¬ 
ist movement," Stames said. He said Trudeau com¬ 
plimented him on a "damn good piece of work" in 
1970, referring to a letter written by Stames earlier 
in the year that Included a 21-page list under the gen¬ 
eral heading Organizations Which Are Likelv to 
Promote Violent Confrontation With Authority. 

The Parti Quebecois was the first group on the list, 
but it was listed “not as a subversive organization 
but simply as the Parti Quebecois." Stames said. 

II was listed under the heading Political Organiza¬ 
tions Which Advocate Separation. 

"The Parti Quebecois Is a numerically dominant 
separatist organization and has officially disasso¬ 
ciated itself from the more extreme separatist orga¬ 
nization," the listing said in part. “Notwithstanding, 
the terrorist elemenLs have been attempting to orga¬ 
nize themselves within its ranks.” 

NOT INTERESTED IN PARTY 

The RCMP were not interested in the Parti Quebe 
cois as a legitimate political party, Stames said. 
They were interested in foreign involvement in the 
party and infiltration of it by terrorists or subver¬ 
sives. . - 

Stames maintained that he still thought Operation 
Ham was legal. 

"There was clearly no intention to commit an 
indictable offence." 

He thought It was legal because RCMP were to be 
given a key to the building by a person with legal ac¬ 
cess to it. then copy rather than steal the tapes. 

A warrant wasn’t needed because there was no 
intent to^'search and seize." Starnes added, 

"I may be slow," Mr. Justice David C. McDonald, 
the commission chairman, said, "and I just want to 
make sure I understand you, Mr. Starnes. Forget all 
about the law for a moment. The word search means 
to look?” 


TAPES HAD TO BE TAKEN 

"Yes,” replied Stames, next agreeing that the 
police had gone in and looked at the tapes. 

"The word seize means to take away?" McDonald 
then asked. 

“Right." said Stames, also agreeing that the tapes 
had to be taken away to be copied. 

“Did you consider that you or members of the 
RCMP had any right to take possession of the 
tapes?” asked the judge. 

“No, no more than we had the right to carry out 
any of our other responsibilities in this area." 
Starnes said, referring to standard operational pro 
endures of the Security Service, specifically "surrep 
titious entries" in which RCMP broke into premises 
for a variety of reasons. 

"Are you suggesting that you had a right to take 
the tapes?” McDonald asked. 

Starnes .said it was an RCMP responsibility. He 
referred to notes of a Dec. 19, 1969, meeting of the 
cabinet committee on security and intelligence at 
which the RCMP were asked "to provide a detailed 
report on the present state of separatism in Quebec 
in terms of organization, numbers involved, organi¬ 
zation inter-relationship, apparent strategy and tat¬ 
ties. and outside influence." 

Starnes said he was told of Operation Ham less 
than a month before it took place, although most of 
the planning had been done.

OTTAWA (CP) - The fed 
cral government has finally 
found a restaurant to go with 
$:>0.000 worth of French 
wines which have been 
aging behind locked and 
guarded doors for two years 
while il sought someone to 
lease the building. 

The restaurant will also be 
filled with close to $50,000 in 
antiques—including a $6,000 
music box and a $90 penny 
slot machine complete with 
an old-fashioned dirty 
movie—which the govern¬ 
ment purchased in Britain in 
1976.' 


The antiques are gather¬ 
ing dust in the basement, 
some propped against the 
concrete walls, some scat¬ 
tered throughout otherwise- 
empty rooms. 

What Robert dc Cotret 
(PC — Ottawa Centre), who 
look reporters on a tour 
Thursday of the empty five- 
storey heritage building, 
wants to know is: 

“What is the government 
doing buying things like $50,- 
000 of wine with public funds 
before even having anybody 
signed up to open the 
place?” 

He also wants to know why 


it took so long to lease the 
"big white elephant" he es¬ 
timates is costing taxpayers 
about $60,000 a month to 
maintain. 

Dave McIntosh, spokes¬ 
man for the National Capital 
Commission, says it's com 
plicated and he can't dis¬ 
cuss it because it’s all part 
of a lawsuit the government 
Is involved In concerning the 
building—located in the 
city's old market area. 

The building—which the 
government estimates has 
cost about $5 million—has 
been ready to lease for two 
years, de Cotret said, with 
no takers. 


McIntosh said the govern¬ 
ment reached agreement 
with Canterbury Foods, To¬ 
ronto-based subsidiary of 
General Foods L(d. of the 
United States, about two 
months ago to lease the 
building. 

•'They’re putting in a res¬ 
taurant, a lounge bar and 
an English pub, and they say 
they’ll be opening within a 
few months," he said. 

He adfnitted there had 
been a long delay in leasing 
the building. But he blamed 
that on the lawsuit, which 
started in February, 1977.

The economic develop¬ 
ment ministry said in a news 
release Thursday that in ap¬ 
proving the grant, the pro¬ 
vincial government is meet¬ 
ing its commitment to 
provide funds to operate the 
100-kilometre section be¬ 
tween Fort St. John and Fort 
Nelson. 

The Social Credit govern¬ 
ment last year rejected a 
royal commission recom¬ 
mendation to shut down the 
$190 million extension which 
the commission said would 
lose money for many years. 

The commissioners said 
the decision to keep the line 
in operation was political 


rather than business-like, 
and would cost B.C. taxpay¬ 
ers $90 million during the 
next five years to provide 
transport for two sawmills 
employing fewer than 700 
people. 

They said the decision 
achieves nothing for Fort 
Nelson ' residents which 
could not have been 
achieved by other means at 
lower cost, but greatly bene¬ 
fits the owners of two mills 
w hose operations are subsi¬ 
dized through the publicly- 
owned railway. 

The report said that if the 
government wants the line 
open, it would require a sub¬ 
sidy, and suggested $6 mil¬ 
lion a year for the next five 
years. 

The economic develop¬ 
ment ministry said the final 
amount of the grant for 1978 
has not be determined.

Firefighters 
get pay hike 


B.C. Railway 
gets $4 million 


Provincial forest fire¬ 
fighters will get an increase 
in pay next month ranging 
from a basic rate of $5.20 an 
hour for firefighters and 
$128 a day for supervisors in 
charge of 75-man crews, 
Forests Minister Tom Wa- 
terland said Thursday. 

It will be the first pay hike 
for firefighters since 1973, 
when the rate was $4 an hour 
and $7.50 an hour for men 
leading 50-man crews, he 
said. 

New pay rates have been 
set for specific positiohs 
such as truck drivers, pump 
operators and line locaters. 


Waterland said. Special 
rates of pay comparable 
with industrial pay scales 
will be introduced to encour¬ 
age voluntary firefighting 
by - organized industrial 
crews, he said. 

The new rates will come 
into effect before the start 
of the 1979 fire season April 
15. 

Last year, 2,308 forest 
fires burned more than 50,- 
000 hectares of forest land, 
destroying close to 4.8 mil¬ 
lion cubic metres of mer¬ 
chantable timber. Almost 
half the fires were caused by 
lightning.

tax asset to the municipal- 
it>. 

Last year, said Barnetl, 
Ihe total taxes from the area 
amounted to *16,.>10, includ 
ing school district taxes. Of 
this amount the municipal¬ 
ity received $(>.729 for ser¬ 
vices. lie said the road ser 
\ lee is based on a 10-mill tax 
"and the municipality cer¬ 
tainty spent more than 10 
mills at *169.70 a mill on 
Gordon Road.'' 

While Gordon Road resi¬ 
dents were applying to get 
out of the municipality, 
others were trying to get in. 
According to Aid. Joan Ste¬ 
phen's applications for in¬ 
clusion. some of them three 
years old. are finally being 
processed by the provincial 
government. 

The moratorium on ex 
tending municipal boun¬ 
daries was imposed by the 
municipal affairs ministry 
in 197.7. But even though the 
19 applications were not pro¬ 
cessed. sewer hookups and 
other municipal sevices 
were carried out. 

Now the moratorium is

Airport study assured 


DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional District's 
economic development commission has been award¬ 
ed a $10,000 grant to conduct a feasibility and 
preliminary design study for a community airport. 

Transportation. Communications and Highways 
Minister Alex Eraser, announcing the grant under 
the air transport assistance program, said the grant 
would match.funds being provided by the commis¬ 
sion lo find a suitable location for an airport to meet 
the needs of the Cowichan Valley area. 

Development of an adequate facility has been 
pursued for several years by various individuals and 
groups but Eraser rjald that a co-ordinated approach 
was now possible and should lead to Identification of 
a proper site. 


The commission, he felt, was a most appropriate 
body to assist In this regard as It was part of the 
regional government and already involved In identi¬ 
fication of industrial development opportunities and 
associat ed lands and parks. 

An airport would allow provision of a more 
reliable air service to this growing area by eliminat¬ 
ing Ihe need of an airline to use float planes on 
Quamichan Lake or at Maple Bay.

per cent empty" at the time 
of the infraction. 

The citizen complained 
lhat the practice was unfair 
because shoppers could park 
over two hours at Duncan's 
mall and shopping plaza 
without getting a ticket, but 
could not do so at the down¬ 
town parking lots. 

He told council: "You had 
better broaden your thinking 
in regard to this situation. 
You have a good shopping 
area downtown, but it will 
not be patronized if this silly 
practice continues." 

Mayor Ken Paskin said it 
“would be a mistake just to 
receive and file this letter, 
especially when there is 
ample parking space for 90 
per cent of the time." 

He said he knew "of at 
least 10 occasions when peo¬ 
ple had received parking 
tickets when they were 
parked on streets and lots 
that were practically empty. 
This just makes them hop¬ 
ping mad." 

Administrator Paul Dou- 
Ville said he had received a 
pumber of complaints re¬ 
garding the two-hour park¬ 
ing. "People just can't see 
any justification or logic be 
hind the tickets." 

“Sometimes the commis¬ 
sionaires are overzealous at 
doing their job and ticket 
everyone in sight. Perhaps 
we should have another look 
at the matter." Oouvijle 
said. 

Aid. Coleman said a new 
streets and parking bylaw 
was currently being studied 
and the matter could be 
brought up during the 
study. 

The problem was referred 
to the city's streets and 
parking committee. 

In other business, council 
gave approval and awarded 
a $3,344.77 contract to Cowi¬ 
chan Valley Alternate 
School for construction of a 
Farmer's Market. 

The alternate school's 
works program director 
Devon Mills said the school 
' would be most happy to 
donate the materials and la¬ 
bor involved in constructing 
and erecting a sign."

Arms race, 
technology 
papal fear 


VATICAN CITY TAP) - Pope John Paul, in his 
first encyclical, said Thursday the arms race and 
uncontrolled technological advancement threaten 
mankind with the biggest "unimaginable self-de¬ 
struction" In history. 

The Polish-born pontiff, the first non-Italian 
head of the Roman Catholic Church in more thanAOO 
years, warned against the risks of a consumer 
society which he said threatens to make human 
beings "Iho slave of things." 

He also pledged to champion the rights of the 
hungry and the oppressed and denounced "concen¬ 
tration camps, violence, torture, terrorism and dis¬ 
crimination." 

Pope John Paul, who was a priest and bishop in 
Communist ruled Poland for 32 years before his 
election to the papacy, spoke of atheist regimes 
where believers are "barely tolerated or are treated 
as second-class citizens or are even—and this has 
already happened—entirely deprived of the rights 
Of citizenship." 

The encyclical was entitled Redemplor Hom/n/s, 
Latin for Redeemer of Man. 


Matters of importance 


An encyclical is a solemn papal letter informing 
the church and its members on matters of impor¬ 
tance. Issued infrequently, sometimes several years 
apart, they are the main vehicle used by popes to 
communicate their teachings. 

Vatican radio said Pope John Paul wrote the 
encyclical himself, although previous popes general¬ 
ly were asssisted by theologians and other church 
experts. 

Pope John Paul denounced regimes that give 
“only atheism the right of citizenship" and said there 
can be no social justice where freedom is trampled 
upon. 

He also said Industrialized countries were feeding 
wars among other nations through the arms trade. 
He spoke of "modern weapons and means of destruc 
tion placed at the service of armed conflicts and 
wars that are . . . a form of chauvinism, imperi¬ 
alism. and neo colonialism of one kind or another." 

Many Vatican experts said the Pope, in outlining 
his policies, sought to avoid letting the church be 
used politically or ideologically. 

"The pope Is taking no sides between powers and 
ideologies but places the church on the side of Christ 
and of man, focusing on both the rights and needs of 
people." commented Rev Rob¬ 

ert Graham, an American Jesuit scholar based 
here. 


Arms deprive needy 


. The pope said: "We all know well that the areas of 
misery and hunger on our globe could have been 
made fertile- in a short time if- the gigantic invest¬ 
ments for armaments at the service of war and 
destruction had been changed into investments for 
food at the service of life." 

He addefl that pollution and weapons often turns 
man Into an "exploiter and destroyer" of nature 

"Man lives increasingly in fear." the pope said. 
"He Is afraid that what he produces ... can become 
the means and Instrument for an unimaginable 
self-destruction, compared with which all the cata¬ 
clysms and catastrophes of history know n to us seem 
to fade away." 

The 18,000-word encyclical was released as the 38- 
year-old pontiff completed his first five months in of¬ 
fice. It was addressed to the world's 700 million 
Roman Catholics and to "all men and women of 
goodwill," 


Abortion major threat 


' In the encyclical, John Paul said major threats to 
real progress include abortion, pollution and war. 

He contrasted achievements of "the world of the 
space flights" with “the threat of pollution of the nat 
ural environment... the armed conflicts continual¬ 
ly breaking out over and over again, or the prosper 
jives of self-destruction through the use of atomic, 
hydrogen, neutron and similar weapons, or the lack 
of respect for the life of the unborn." 

Pope John Paul spoke of religious oppression as a 
. "radical injustice." He said. "Certainly the curtail¬ 
ment of the religious freedom of individuals and 
communities is not only a painful experience but it is 
above all an attack on man's very dignity, indepen¬ 
dently of the religion professed. . . ." 

The pope .appealed to Roman Catholic priests to 
uphold priestly celibacy and expressed strong sup¬ 
port for ecumenical efforts for Christian unity. 

In his warning of the risks of a consumer society, 
he said: 

"Hand in hand go a certain abuse of freedom by 
one group—an abuse linked precisely with a consum¬ 
er attitude uncontrolled by ethics—and a limitation 
by it of the freedom of the others, that is to say those 
suffering marked shortages and being driven to 
conditions of even worse misery and destitution . 

"So widespread is the phenomenon that It brings 
i^to question the financial, monetary, production and 
commercial mechanisms that, resting on various 
political pressures, support the world economy."

Dorothy Perry's purse Sunday night. 
She lost $87, some credit cards and two 
tickets to an Ella Fitzgerald concert. 


Not wanting to miss the concert.

But 
her seats were taken when she got 
there—by the alleged mugger and his 
girlfriend. 


The 36-year-old postal employee 
told her story to police officers on duty 
outside the Music Hall Centre. They 
quickly arrested Charles R. Thur¬ 
mond, 19, on a charge of unarmed 
robbery. 

"I didn’t know who it was in' the 
dark, but when he got out in the light I 
recognized him as the fellow who’d 
snatched my purse,” Mrs. Perry said 
Thursday. “There aren’t that many

“At first he was shocked and kept 
denying it," said officer Cathy Garcia 
of the Detroit police.

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TANKER 
BREAKS 
IN TWO 

HALIFAX (CP) — The 192-metre British oil car¬ 
rier Kurdistan broke in two in heavy pack ice 
Thursday night midway across the Cabot Strait 
between Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, authorities 
here said. 

The tanker carried a crew of to and a cargo of 
29,000 tons of bunker C oil when she broke up in heavy 
seas and ice, said Reg Towers, spokesman for the 
federal transport department. The bow section sank 
but the stern had not yet gone down late Thursday. 

THIRTY-NINE MEMBERS of the crew aban 
doned ship in two lifeboats and were picked up by the 
coast guard icebreaker Sir William Alexander, the 
search and rescue centre here said. The other man 
remained on board the fractured but still-floating 
stern. His condition or reasons for remaining on 
board were not immediately known. 

A Canadian Forces helicopter and a Buffalo air¬ 
craft were dispatched to the scene. The coast guard 
ship Wolfe and a merchant ship were also reported in 
the area and heading to the scene. 

The ship was about 50 nautical miles northeast of 
Sydney, N.S. 

ICE CONDITIONS IN the strait have been se¬ 
vere, and it took 22 hours for a CN-Marine ferry to 
cross the strait Thursday. A crossing normally takes 
six hours. A ferry traveller said the winds earlier 
Thursday also were severe, the seas were about 3.5 
metres and ferry crews were reporting' pack ice 
about five metres thick in places. 

The search and rescue centre said it was in¬ 
formed at Thursday afternoon that the ship was 
holed on both sides. At 4:28 p.m. the rescue centre in 
St. John's, Nfld.. advised the Halifax centre that the 
vessel reported she was an no immediate dan¬ 
ger. A marine suveyor was transported to the scene 
by the Alexander, and he reported that the vessel had 
cracks on both sides. 

THE VESSEL AT THAT time was being man¬ 
oeuvred to sheltered water. However, at 8:37 p.m. the 
Ktird/standeclared a "mayday," and the crew aban¬ 
doned ship. 

A Canadian Forces spokesman said the ship was 
owned by Common Brothers of I.ondon, England, 
and was on charter to Golden Eagle Refineries of 
Quebec. 


Chinese out of Vietnam 


BANGKOK, Thailand 
(CPI) — Laos charged Fri¬ 
day that Chinese troops have 
crossed its border and now 
occupy a six mile-long 
stretch of territory up to two 
miles deep.

Laos charged 
two battalions of Chinese 
troops crossed its border at 
two points last week and 
seized a 10-kilometre stretch 
of territory up to three kilo¬ 
metres deep. 


The broadcast said the 
first Chinese incursion oc¬ 
curred March 7, the same 
day the Laotian government 
demanded Peking withdraw 
several thousand civilian 
construction workers sta¬ 
tioned in Laos. 

The second thrust came 
three days later on March 
10, when the radio said “Chi¬ 
nese troops occupied Loa- 
tiari territory in Nam dis¬ 
trict in Luang Namtha, one 


to two miles deep and six 
miles wide inside Laos" 

It charged that two Lao¬ 
tian envoys sent to Chinese 
lines to demand the with¬ 
drawal of the troops were 
arrested. 

The Laotian charge 
stopped short of using the " 
word "invasion." 

But for the first time, it 
said that Chinese “armed 
forces” were occupying 
parts of the country in three 
provinces along the south¬ 


ernmost Chinese border 
with Laos. 

It added that China was 
"daily increasing its troops 
along the frontier, including 
tanks, armored vehicles, ar¬ 
tillery, infantry and cav¬ 
alry." 

There was no immediate 
comment from Peking on 
the charges. 

Laos is a “special'’ ally of 
Vietnam with up to 50.000 
Vietnamese forces stationed 
there. 


In its dispatch from Pek¬ 
ing, Kyodo said Hua made 
the announcement of the 
Chinese withdraw! from 
Vietnam in a meeting 
Thursday night with visiting 
Tokyo Gov. Ryokichi Min- 
rtbe. 

It also quoted Hua as tell¬ 
ing Minobe he hopes Viet¬ 
nam will withdraw its forces 
from Cambodia at an early 
date. 

The Vietnamese formally 
proposed to China the two 
sides open peace talks to end 
the 27-day-old war. which 
continued sporadically with 
border fighting that Western 
analysts said was dropping 
in intensity as the Chinese 
withdrew.

“If we were so hungry, maybe 
the dog was too and lie would try to 
eat us." 

He said the dog swam back to the 
packing crate four times before the 
boys, ranging in age from six' to 
It. began to feel guilty and agreed to 
let the pup stay on the raft. 

"We are very sorry we threw him 
into the sea," said Georgiq Taschjian. 


to. "He only wanted to live, just 
like us." 

At dawn on the fourth day. the dog's 
barking caught the attention of an 
incredulous fisherman. Hussein Bai¬ 
lout. and he came to the aid of the 
four aboul 32 kilometres off the north¬ 
ern Lebanon coastal city of Tripoli. 

The'boys initially had hoped to stay 
on the raft until it washed ashore be¬ 
cause only one of them knew how to 
swim.

Night came and they fell 
asleep, exhausted from crying and 
screaming for help. When they awoke, 
there was no land in sight 

They drank seawater but it made 
them sick and thirstier They tried to 
catch fish with (heir hands but failed. 


They found pieces of driftwood and 
started rowipg, "but we didn't know 
what direction to go." said Geor¬ 
giq. the self-appointed skipper of the 
crew: 

“Like all bosses, he slept while we 
did the dirty work, rowing and fish¬ 
ing."

Social Crediter Eudore Al¬ 
lard asked Chretien whether 
he would demand that banks 
lower interest rates in light 
of huge profits made "on the 
backs of the ordinary 
folks." y 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Wednesday (not its man¬ 
ufacturing sales pkice index 
rose 1.5 per cent in January 
and was up It per cent in a 
year. 

The consumer price Index, 
which measures the price of 
products on store shelves, is 
up about nine per cent in the 
same period. 


Conservative finance

Allen says there aromany 
programs of financial assis¬ 
tance but few people know 
about them and. even more 
important, few know how to 
take advantage uf such 
offers.

Such 
people, including accoun¬ 
tants, lawyers and corpo¬

Discussion between court 
cil members became heated 
following receipt of a letter 
from the Chemainus-Crof- 
ton and District Chamber of 
Commerce, requesting a 
meeting between Duncan 
council and the chamber.

Aid. Doug Barker agreed 
with Lukaitis. He said “it's 
slightly unethical for us to 
get something going be¬ 
tween North Cowichan and 
the Chemainus Chamber of 
Commerce.” 

Aid. Mike Caljouw said he 
felt the "same way as Aid.

major portion of his career 
scoring goals for Boston 
Bruins.

Ken O’Connell, president 
of the Horsemen’s Benevo¬ 
lent and Protective Associa¬ 
tion, said his members are 
in desperate financial shape 
because of the rising costs of 
racing thoroughbreds and 
the ‘'negligible enhance¬ 
ment in purse money over 
the Iasi few years." 

Wolfe said horse breeders 
got a break in the Iasi budget 
when the government re¬ 
duced the provincial take 
from the tracks by one per 
cent and set up a breeders' 
incentive fund 

And he hints another 
break could be eoming in the 
provincial budget to be pre¬ 
sented to the legislature 
later this month. 

“I guess they’re anticipat¬ 
ing that there would be no 
change in the budget," he 
said. 

“I can’t say any more 
about what plans there 
might be for the future be¬ 
cause our next year's budget 
will be forthcoming in the 
near future, but I’m looking 
at their submission and I'll 
be responding to it." 

However, Wolfe said he is 
not prepared lo cut the pari¬ 
mutuel lax to the 3 1-2 per 
cent proposed by the horse¬ 
men. That works out to $4 
million, he said, and he 


won't approve that big a cut 
in provincial revenue

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Seal-hunt protest quietly fading away 


ST. ANTHONY, NfId. (CP) — The Greenpeace Founda¬ 
tion 1 !! on-the-spot protest of the seal hunt off northern 
Newfoundland was quietly fading Thursday with the depar 
lure nf Kd Chavies who marked the harp pup with green dye 
Wednesday. 

Chavies of Boston is expected to be charged some 
time within the next 12 months as a result of the 
action he carried out under the noses of the federal fi¬ 
sheries officers on the Ice HO nautical miles north of 
here. 

Four of the seven-member Greenpeace contingent were 
still here Thursday but were planning to leave aboard 
their chartered aircraft some time today. 

As the anti scaling protesters were preparing to de¬ 
part, crews of six Canadian and four Norwegian ships 
were killing seals on the ice 80 kilometres off the southern 
Labrador coast in clear sunny weather. 

ATTEMPTS TO CHECK the whereabouts of Franz Weber, 
a Swiss who also opposes the seal hunt, were cut short by 
high winds. 

The helicopter under charier to news media personnel 
virtually stood still in mid-air as it attempted to buck t>0 
knot headwinds on the 6-l-kilometre flight to Blanc Sablon, 
Quo. on the Labrador side of the Strait of Bellelisle. 

Weber, who was last in the area two years ago. was re¬ 
ported to have arrived In Blanc Sablon in preparation 
for a trip north along the Labrador coast. 

It was suspected that he would present to coastal 
residents once again his proposal to replace the hunt 
with fake fur factories. 

Fisheries officers said the people Weber would see 
were those who rarely come into contact with seals. 

THE PROTEST OF THE seal hunt had no effect on 
activities nf the ships" crews. 

Those aboard Canadian ships—mostly Newfoundlanders 
—had taken more than 3# per cent of their 57.000 harp quota 
in the first three days of the hunt which opened Monday. The 
Norwegians had taken 53 per cent of their 20.000 quota. 

A seventh Canadian ship, the Prince Andrew, was still 
Irving to reach the seals through heavy loose ice. 

With the'harp seal kill progressing faster than last 


year, federal fisheries authorities were preparing to open 
the season for hooded seals, a different species that breeds 
on the outer fringe of the ice pack. 

Although the decision is up to invididual captains, it was 
expected that some ships would disengage from the 
harp hunt during the weekend to get in position for the 
hooded season opening Monday.' 

TOTAL HOODED QUOTA is 15.000 with the first 12.000 di 
vided evenly between Canadian and Norwegian vessels. 
The remaining 3,000 arc available for the first ships 
to reach them. 


Harp pups, known as whitecoats, are the main quarry 
of shipboard hunters but the newborn hoods, called blue- 
backs. are considered a valuable catch. 

Whitecoats are covered with a white fur which changes to 
mottled grey as the pups learn to swim at the age of about 
three weeks. The hooded pups have a blue colored hair with 
black tips on their backs and are grey underneath.

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Highlands residents knock bylaw delay

Heznning of the Highlands area has 
bogged down at the Capital Region 
Board, and several residents face 
fpreclosure before the situation sorts 
itself out. 

A suggested bylaw, already the sub¬ 
ject of public hearings, would have 
changed most of the land to the zoning 
it held before a 1973 land freeze put a 
45-acre minimum lot size in the area. 

But when the bylaw went to the 
board for second reading Wednesday, 
it was referred to the regional plan¬ 
ning committee to see if amendments 
to the regional plan will be required 
first 

“The action taken by the region 
today was disgusting," commented

resident Christina Rainey, who will 
lose her property July 10 unless she 
finds a buyer. 

“They know people are hurting, and 
they just keep deferring any deci¬ 
sion,”... 

She shrugged aside a statement by 
Langford director Ed Lubick who felt 
the referral will only delay the bylaw 
about six weeks. 

“This is what we were told a year 
ago when Mr. Lubick started getting 
submissions, and in October he said 
his recommendations would be made 
within a month. A month ago we had a 
public hearing and were told action 
within a month, and they still haven't 
got anywhere.” 

Ms. Rainey said that while the 
freeze is on it is almost impossible to

sell land, because purchasers have no 
assurance about future use, and be¬ 
cause banks and mortgage companies 
are reluctant to mortgage. / 

She purchased her land before the 
freeze, and when she could not meet 
mortgage payments she tried to sell 
her parcel. 

“In four years the only offer I have 
had is from someone who wanted to 
put in a mobile home park, and the 
, region wouldn't allow that,” she said. 

“I have a court judgment against me 
that gives me until July 10 to come up 
with $32,000 or lose the property, 


but the directors want to keep talking 
and keep stalling until it is too late for 
me." 

A neighbor who owns three acres on 
Finlayson Arm Road and 230 acres 
on Munn Road has until the end of July 
to come up with mortgage payments 
before foreclosure. 

“We’re not the only ones who are 
hurting," said Ms. Rainey, “But it’s 
humiliating to $ay that you can’t pay 
your mortgage, and people arc 
ashamed to say how badly off they 
are.” 


She said neighbors who had hoped to 
be able to sell part of their land so that 
they would have retirement income 
have been unable to do so. 

At a local planning and zoning meet¬ 
ing earlier Wednesday, Sooke director 
Charles Perkins said an open space 
conservation society had suggested 
that the 10-acre bylaw be abandoned, 
but that residents be allowed to make 
a single subdivision on their land. This 
would mean that people with prob¬ 
lems would be able to sell one piece 
and that should alleviate cash prob¬ 
lems. 

He said the society would then apply 
for a proyincially-funded student sur¬ 
vey which would recommend a trail 
system in the Highlands to preserve 


public access. Detailed zoning recom¬ 
mendations could be made then. 

Lubick said that was just one of 
many suggestions made for the High 
lands, and taking one piece out would 
not help people in difficulty. "I have 
looked at that suggestion." he said. 

Outer Gulf Islands director Jim 
Campbell said the underlying question 
is where development should lake 
place in the Greater Victoria area. 

The choice, he said, lies between 
building on farmland or on rocks, and 
if the Highlands is not used for hous¬ 
ing, then pressure will be for subdivi- 
son of Saanich peninsula farmlands. 

The regional plan, he noted, recom¬ 
mends that future development should 
go to the western community, to pre¬ 
serve farmlands.

A proposal to close the 
Government Street mall 
during certain hours of the 
day this summer has met 
with solid opposition from 
area merchants.

The drive up Government, 
he said, was a prime attrac¬ 
tion for visitors. 

The closure proposal is to 
be considered by the city's 
traffic subcommittee at its 
March 21 meeting and is to 
go before city council next 
month. 

Tentative plans call for 
closure to vehicle traffic 
from May 21 to Sept. 3. The 
mall would be closed from 
noon to I p.m. and again 
from 6 p.m. to 9 p.m. or

Husband presumed lost in 1977 

Pilot’s wife goes missing 


The wife of a Ladysmith man pre¬ 
sumed to have been killed in a plane 
crash in Georgia Strait has been re¬ 
ported missing. 

Margaret Kathlene Williams, 55, of 
Ladysmith, the wife of Art Williams, 
has not been seen since March 5. 

Williams is believed to have 
drowned Nov. 30, 1977, when the light 
plane he was flying went down on a 
flight from Vancouver airport to Cas¬ 
sidy Airport near Nanaimo. 

Williams’ body was never recover¬ 
ed but aircraft parts were later identi¬ 
fied as being from the craft he was 
piloting. o 

Williams was at the time facing 


trial on charges of manufacturing 
MDA and conspiracy to traffic in the 
drug. 

Ladysmith RCMP say that for now, 
they’re treating the disappearance of 
Mrs. Williams as they would any other 
missing person report. 

The woman is described as five 
feet four, 115 pounds with brown eyes, 
black hair and dark complexion. 

When last seen, she was wearing a 
brown-and-white tweed coat. 

Police are asking anyone knowing 
her w hereabouts to contact the nearest 
RCMP detachment. 

Before his disappearance, Williams 


had described himself as the “inven¬ 
tor" of the drug MDA and as an 
anti-authoritarian. 

After the crash, there was suspi¬ 
cion that the plane did not crash, but 
that materials from the cabin were 
jettisoned to make it appear the craft 
had gone down. 

Williams, always a controvers 
figure, was one of two Vancout 
Island residents who filed a eompla 
with the Canadian external affa 
department in April of 1977, claiml 
harassment by Cuba in an incidi 
in which two Cuban air force ji 
purportedly buzzed them.

Saanich police board 
wants action by Attorney- 
General Garde Gardom on a 
study of policing costs in 
B.C. 

The exhaustive study, pre¬ 
pared last year by the B.C. 
Police Commission, calls for 
a regional police fotcc for 
the Greater Victoria area 
and urges a better cost¬ 
sharing arrangement 

whereby all taxpayers in the 
province would contribute to 
police services. 

The Saanich board has un¬ 
animously rejected the re¬ 
gional police force propos¬ 
al. 

The 387-page, inch-thick 
report, has been in Gar- 
dom's hands for some time, 
the board was told Wednes¬ 
day. 

Acting on a suggestion by 
deputy police chief Rick 
Avison. the board agreed to 
seek a meeting with the 
attorney-general to deter¬ 
mine the report’s status. 

"We have to know where 
we stand so we can get on 
with the job," Avison said. 
"There are major issues to 
be resolved and we should 
know in which direction 
we’re headed." 

Board member John 
Tribe, agreeing that "a little 
prod can t hurt." said “we 
should be told what financial 
assistance we can expect." 

Two pressing matters the 
board wants to discuss with 
Gardom concern establish¬ 
ment of a Saanich police dog 
unit and a central records 
office. 

Mayor Mel Couvelier said 
he believes the five Greater 
Victoria municipal police 
forces—Victoria, Saanich, 
Oak Bay, Esquimau and 
Central Saanich—favor a 
single central records of¬ 
fice. 

He was instructed to ar¬ 
range a meeting with the 


five mayors to seek their 
opinions on the subject. 

“The commission is being 
stalled at the A-G level on a 
number of matters,” Couve¬ 
lier said. 

Plans to establish the dog 
unit were hit last week when 
the board cut all but $1,500 of 
a requested $6,300 for set¬ 
ting up the unit from the 
budget. It also slashed $71. 
000 from the capital budget 
for canine support services. 

Tribe suggested Gardom 
be asked for financial aid in 
establishing the unit. 

However, commission 
chairman G.W. Mortimer 


said in a letter read to the 
board, "that since there has 
been no indication of the 
reaction to our report by 
cabinet, I would suggest the 
board is premature in pro¬ 
ceeding with their plans at 
this time.” 

In other business, the 
board: 

• Praised Const. Murray 
Kilshaw and truck driver 
Lyle Barr for their part in 
rescuing occupants of a car 
which burst into flames 
against a tree in Cordova 
Bay Jan. 13. Two Saanich 
teenagers died in the fiery 
crash. 


The board will submit 
names of the two men and a 
report of their actions to the 
federal government for a 
national bravery award. 

• Endorsed plans for a 
two-day crime prevention 
seminar April 30 and May 1 
at the Red Lion Inn. 

• Heard that the Saanich 
Rotary Club will purchase a 
25-minute color movie for 
the department's commu¬ 
nity services program. 

• Set May 11 for the an¬ 
nual Saanich police golf 
tournament at Cedar Hill 
golf course. 


Local cars worth 
more to Saanich 


Saanich police board agreed Wednes¬ 
day to buy locally although it will mean 
paying more. 

The department will purchase eight 
new cars for $46,667 from Millstream 
Chevrolet, about $2,000 more than the price 
quoted by the low bidder, Duncan 
Chrysler. . , 

Board member John Tribe said It dis¬ 
turbed him “to go to Duncan for new cars 
because of possible problems with war¬ 
ranty work." 

(A report accompanying the bids said 
a Chrysler representative had assured the 
municipality that there would be no prob¬ 
lem with warranty work being carried 
out by local dealers). 

Car dealer Reg Midgley sponsored the 
motion that Millstream be awarded the 
contract. 

"I don't Teel safe about going out of 
town to purchase vehicles for the depart¬ 
ment," he said. 

The board decided that Police Chief Ro¬ 
bert Peterson would have to find the extra 
$2,000 from another area of the depart¬ 
ment’s $3.8-miUion budget. 


Only Tuesday, council's policy manage¬ 
ment committee agreed to try to have the 
entire budget excluded from calculation of 
the municipality's own 1979 budget in¬ 
crease, because the police budget posed an 
exceptional problem for the municipality 
in its efforts to comply with the govern¬ 
ment-imposed ceiling of a five per cent 
over all budget increase. 

The board was also told Wednesday that

Under the provisions of the bylaw every owner or

jses,” according to the bylaw. 

"No person shall deposit or throw bottles, brok 
glass or other rubbish in any open place in i 
district." 

Under the bylaw the region has a right, after not 
cation, to have its own workmen remove offens 
material, and to charge the owner for the work. 
Unpaid bills would become part of taxes payable. 

Contravention of the bylaw also carries fines of 
$25 to $300 for a firsLoffence and $50 to $300 for subse¬ 
quent offences.

Arms race, 
technology 
papal fear 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope John Paul, in his 
first encyclical, said Thursday the arms race and 
uncontrolled technological advancement threaten 
mankind with the biggest "unimaginable self-de¬ 
struction" in history. 

The Polish-born pontiff, the first non-Italian 
head of the Roman Catholic Church in more than tIH) 
years, warned against the risks of a consumer 
society which he said threatens to make human 
beings "the slave of things.” 

He also pledged to champion the rights of the 
hungry and the oppressed and denounced “concen¬ 
tration camps, violence, torture, terrorism and dis¬ 
crimination." 

Pope John Paul, who was a priest and bishop in 
Communist-ruled Poland for 32 years before his 
election to the papacy, spoke of atheist regimes 
where believers are "barely tolerated or are treated 
as second-class citizens or are even—and this has 
already happened—entirely deprived of the rights 
of. citizenship." 

The encyclical was entitled Hedemptor Hnminis, 
Latin for Redeemer of Man. 


Matters of importance 


An encyclical is a solemn papal letter informing 
the church and its members on matters of impor¬ 
tance. Issued Infrequently, sometimes several years 
apart, they arc the main vehicle used by popes to 
communicate their teachings. 

Vatican radio said Pope John Paul wrote the 
encyclical himself, although previous popes general¬ 
ly were asssisted by theologians and other church 
experts. 

Pope John Paul denounced regimes that give 
"only atheism the right of citizenship" and said there 
can be no social justice where freedom is trampled 
upon. 

' He also said industrialized couhtries were feeding 
wars among other nations through the arms trade 
He spoke of "modern weapons and means of destruc¬ 
tion placed at the service of armed conflicts and 
wars that are ... a form of chauvinism, imperi¬ 
alism, and neo colonialism Of one kind or another." 

Many Vatican experts said the Pope, in outlining 
his policies, sought to avoid letting the church be 
used politically or ideologically. 

"The pope is taking no sides between powers and 
ideologies but places the church on the side of Christ 
and of man, focusing on both the rights and needs of 
people," ' commented Rev. Rob 
ert Graham, an American Jesuit scholar based 
here. 


Arms deprive needy 

The pope said: "We all know well that the areas of 
misery-and hunger on our globe could have been 
made fertile in a short time if the gigantic invest¬ 
ments for armaments at the service of war and 
destruction had been changed into investments for 
food at the service of life." 

He added that pollution and weapons often turns 
man into an "exploiter and destroyer" of nature. 

"Man lives increasingly in fear," the pope said. 
"He is afraid that what he produces . . . can become 
the means and instrument for an unimaginable 
self-destruction, compared with which all the cata¬ 
clysms and catastrophes of history known to us seem 
to fade away.” 

The lK,000-word encyclical was released as the 58- 
year-old pontiff completed his first five months in of¬ 
fice. It was addressed to the world's 700 million 
Roman Catholics and to "all men and women of 
goodwill." 


Abortion major threat 

In the encyclical. John Paul said major threats to 
real progress include abortion, pollution and war. 

He contrasted achievements of "the world of the 
space flights" with "the threat of pollution of the nat¬ 
ural environment... the armed conflicts continual¬ 
ly breaking out over and over again, or the prosper-- 
tives of self-destruction through the use of atomic, 
hydrogen, neutron and similar weapons, br the lack 
of respect for the life of the unborn." 

Pope John Paul spoke of religious oppression as a 
"radical injustice.” He said: "Certainly the curtail¬ 
ment of the religious freedom of individuals and 
communities is not only a painful experience hut it is 
above all an attack on man’s very dignity, Indepen¬ 
dently of the religion professed. . . ." 

The pope appealed to Roman Catholic priests to 
uphold priestly celibacy and expressed strong sup¬ 
port for ecumenical efforts for Christian unity. 

In his warning of the risks of a consumer society, 
he said: * 

"Hand In hand go a certain abuse of freedom by 
one group—an abuse linked precisely with a consum¬ 
er attitude uncontrolled by ethics—and a limitation 
by it of the freedom of the others, that Is to say those 
suffering marked shortages and being driven to 
conditions of even worse misery and destitution . . . 

"So widespread is the phenomenon that it brings 
into question the financial, monetary ..production and 
commercial mechanisms that, resting on various 
political pressures, support the world economy."

DETROIT (UPI) — A mugger stole 
Dorothy Perry’s purse Sunday night. 
She lost $87, some credit cards and two 
tickets to an Ella Fitzgerald concert. 

Not wanting to miss the concert, 
Mrs. Perry got special passes for 
Wednesday night's performance. But 
her seals'were taken when she got 
there—by the alleged mugger and his 
girlfriend. 


The 36-year-old postal employee 
told her story to police officers on duty 
outside the Music Hall Centre. They 
quickly arrested Charles R. Thur¬ 
mond, 19, on a charge of unarmed 
robbery. 

"I didn't know who it was in the 
dark, but when he got out in the light I 
recognized him as the fellow who’d 
snatched my purse," Mrs. Perry said 
Thursday. “There aren’t that many 


guys running around with two holes in 
their left ear." 

"At first he was shocked and kept 
denying it,” said officer Cathy Garcia 
of the Detroit police. “But the evi¬ 
dence just kept mounting.” 

Police said they searched Thur¬ 
mond and found two silver earrings in 
his pockets. 

After his arrest, a routine com¬ 


puter check also turned up $120 in 
outstanding traffic tickets on Thur¬ 
mond’s record, police said. 

Mrs. Perry, who still doesn’t have 
her purse or any of its contents, said 
she was robbed of her mail on a postal 
route two years ago and has learned to 
remember faces. 

"I feel that If you don’t prosecute, 
they'll just rip somebody else off,” she 
said.

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TANKER 
BREAKS 
IN TWO 


HALIFAX (CP) — The 192-metre British oil car¬ 
rier Kurdistan broke in two in heavy pack ice 
Thursday night midway across the Cabot Strait 
between Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, authorities 
here said. 

The tanker carried a crew of 10 and a cargo of 
29.000 tons of bunker C oil when she broke up in heavy 
seas and ice, said Keg Towers, spokesman for the 
federal transport department. The bow section sank 
but the stern had not yet gone down late Thursday. 

THIRTY-NINE MEMBERS of the crew aba'n 
doned ship in two lifeboats and were picked up by the 
coast guard icebreaker Sir William Alexander, the 
search and rescue centre here said. The other man 
remained on board the fractured but still-floating 
stern. His condition or reasons for remaining on 
board were not immediately known. 

A Canadian Forces helicopter and a Buffalo air¬ 
craft were dispatched to the scene. The coast guard 
ship Wolfe and a merchant ship were also reported in 
the area and heading to the scene. 

The ship was about 50 nautical miles northeast of 
Sydney, N.S. 

’ ICE CONDITIONS IN the strait have been se¬ 
vere, and it took 22 hours for a CN-Marine ferry to 
cross the strait Thursday. A crossing normally takes 
six hours. A ferry traveller said the winds earlier 
Thursday also were severe; the seas were about 3.5 
metres and ferry crews were reporting pack ice 
about five metres thick injtlaces. 

The search and rescue centre said it was in¬ 
formed at Thursday -afternoon that the ship was 
holed on both sides. At 4:28 p.m. the rescue centre in 
St. John's, Nfld., advised the .Halifax centre that the 
vessel reported she was in no immediate dan¬ 
ger. A marine suveyor was transported to the scene 
by the Alexander, and he reported that the vessel had 
cracks on both sides. 

THE VESSEL AT THAT time was being man¬ 
oeuvred to sheltered water. However, at 8:37 p.m. the 
Kurdfstandeclared a "mayday. " and the crew aban¬ 
doned ship. 

A Canadian Forces spokesman said the ship was 
owned by Common Brothers of London, England, 
and was on Charter to Golden Eagle Refineries of 
Quebec. 


Chinese out of Vietnam 


BANGKOK,' Thailand 
(UP1) — Laos charged Fri¬ 
day that Chinese troops have 
crossed its border and now 
occupy a sjx-mile-long, 
stretch of territory up to two 
miles deep. 

The Laotian charge — the 
first official word of reports 
that targe numbers of Chi¬ 
nese troops had crossed into 
Laos — came just hours 
after China announced the 
end of its 27-day-old invasion 
of Vietnam. 

Japan's Kyodo news 
agency quoted Chinese Com¬ 
munist Party Chairman Hua 
••Guofeng (Hua Kuo-Feng) as

announcing in Peking 
Thursday that China has 
completed its withdrawal 
from Vietnam, pulling out 
the last of its troops from 
Vietnamese territory. 

In a sharp protest note to 
Peking broadcast by Vien¬ 
tiane Radio, Laos charged 
two battalions of Chinese 
troops crossed its border at 
two points last week and 
seized a 10-kilometre stretch 
of territory up to three kilo¬ 
metres deep. 


The broadcast said the 
first Chinese incursion oc¬ 
curred March 7, the same 
day the Laotian government 
demanded Peking withdraw 
several thousand civilian 
construction workers sta¬ 
tioned in Laos. 

The second thrust came 
three days later on March 
10, when the radio said "Chi¬ 
nese troops occupied Loa- 
tian territory in Nam dis¬ 
trict in Luang Namtha. one 


to two miles deep and six 
miles wide inside Laos.” 

It charged that two Lao¬ 
tian envoys sent to Chinese 
lines to demand the with¬ 
drawal of the troops were 
arrested 

The Laotian charge 
stopped short of using the 
word "invasion." 

But for the first time, it 
said that Chinese "armed 
forces" were occupying 
parts of the country in three 
provinces along the south- 


border 


ernmost Chinese 
with Laos. 

It added that China was 
"daily increasing its troops 
along the frontier, including 
tanks, armored vehicles, ar¬ 
tillery. infantry and cav¬ 
alry." 

There was no immediate 
comment from Peking on 
the charges. 

Laos is a "special” ally of 
Vietnam with up to 50.000 
Vietnamese forces stationed 
there.

The four were playing with the mon¬ 
grel dog in a styrofoam packing crate 
on the beach Saturday when the rising 
tide carried the crate out to sea. Yous- 
sef Kardekha. 11. said that on the*See- 
ond day he and his companions rea¬ 
soned. "If we were so hungry, maybe 
the dog was too and he would try to 
eat us." 

lie said (he dog swam back to the 
packing crate four times before the 
boys, ranging in age from six to 
11. began to feel guilty and agreed to 
let the pup stay on the raft. 

"We are very sorry we threw him 
into the sea," said Georgiq Taschjian. 


"He only wanted to live, just 
like us." 

At dawn on the fourth day. the dog's 
barking caught the attention of an 
incredulous fisherman. Hussein Bai¬ 
lout. and he came to the aid of the 
four about 32 kilometres off the north 
ern Lebanon coastal city of Tripoli. 

The boys initially had hoped to stay 
on the raft until it washed ashore be¬ 
cause only one of them knew how to 
swim. But the outgoing tide pushed it 
farther out to sea. The worried boys 
began crying and the dog whimpered 
in a corner. Night came and they fell 
asleep, exhausted from crying and 
screaming for help. When they awoke, 
there was no land in sight. 

They drank seawater but it made 
them sick and thirstier. They tried to 
catch fish with their hands but failed.

Minister Jean Chretien said 
Thursday that inflation is 
still "problem No. I. in Can¬ 
ada" but there is little more 
the government can do to 
cotUrol it now that wage and 
prict' controls have been 
abandoned. 

Chretien's remarks came 
as he faced a concerted at¬ 
tack In'the Commons from 
all three opposition parties 
who again demanded to 
know what the government 
was doing about rising 
prices and profits. . 

The New Democratic 
Party and the Conservatives 
pressed Chretien on why 
factory selling prices were 
up a sharp 1.5 per cent on 


average in January despite 
cuts in the federal sales tax . 
supposed to apply at the fac¬ 
tory gale. 

Social Crediter Eudore Al¬ 
lard asked Chretien whether 
he would demand that banks 
lower interest rales in light 
of huge profits made "on the 
backs of the ordinary- 
folks." 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed Wednesday that Its man¬ 
ufacturing sales price Index 
rose 1.5 per cent in January 
and was up It per cent in a 
year. 

The consumer price index, 
which measuresThe price of 
products on store shelves, is 
up about nine per cent in the 
same period. 


Conservative finance 
critic Sinclair Stevens noted 
the federal agency reported 
that leather prices were up 
3.2 per cent in a single 
month, paper products cost 
2.6 per cent more and textile 
products rose 1.9 per cent.

^JOSHUA TREE. Calif.

A flurry of aftershocks 
followed the quakes, which 
measured from four to 5.2 on 
the Richter scale, said seis¬ 
mologists at the California 
Institute of Technology in 
Pasadena.

Spelling mistakes were on the inside 


A tourist brochure containing at 
least 12 spelling errors was taken off 
the shelves Thursday by the Greater 
Victoria Visitor Information Centre 

fifteen thousand copies of the bro¬ 
chure, called Greater Victoria and 
.Southern Vancouver Island, were 
printed last year and most of them 
were distributed ih the U.S. - 

The advertising agency involved in 
the preparation of the brochure won't 
accept any responsibility for the 
errors because of interference in the 
project at the time by the visitor 
centre. 

The errors were caught by a retired 
Victoria man who insisted that his 
name not be mentioned. He went 
through a copy of the brochure with a 
fine-tooth comb and came up with 12 
errors, but said he might have missed 
some. 

He did 

Some of the errors are simply of 
typographical nature, such as Ben¬ 
twood instead of Brentwood, or quides 
instead of guides. 

Juan de Euea conies out as Juna de 
Kuca and built in reads builty in. 

In more than a dozen places, its 
(possessive) has an apostrophe and 
reads it's, and Elizabethan stares at 
readers as Elizabelhean 

The brochure is also somew hat igno¬ 
rant of metric conversion and a dis¬ 
tance of 10 miles is listed as 9.6 kilo¬ 
metres in brackets. 


Lorraine Cooper, marketing direc¬ 
tor for the visitor centre, said Thurs¬ 
day she was "absolutely horrified" 
when she was told of the multitude of 
errors in the brochure. She said the 
centre was “just about out of them 
(the broelfUros) anyhow." and the rest 
would be taken off the shelves inimedi 
ately. 

She said she accepted full responsi¬ 
bility for the brochure, the production 
of which had been quite a pain in the 
neck. 

She said Littleton Lawson and Asso¬ 
ciates, a Victoria advertising firm, 
had been in charge of producing the 
brochure, but when the copy was sub 
milted to the centre, she didn't like it 
and wrote her own copy which was 
subsequently used. 

"But we should have checked the 
brochure for errors more carefully, 
when it came back. There is no ex¬ 
cuse." she said. 

Peter Lawson, partner in the ad 
agency, said "we wiped our hands of 
the whole thing at the time." 

"We had done all the reasearch and 
w ritten all the copy, but we got inter¬ 
ference every step ofthe way. Finally, 
we did just as we were told. We used 
the copy supplied by the client and 
they have to accept the responsi¬ 
bility." he said. 

Lawson added that the brochure in 
question "wasn't a job we were very 
proud of." And that was the reason 
their naptc wasn't on it.

Frustrated by 18 months 
of indecision, red tape and 
political interference. Vic¬ 
toria developer Hans Har¬ 
twig scrapped plans Thurs 
day for his $5.5 million office 
and retail complex on W'harf 
Street. 

In an interview, an angry 
Hartwig specifically ac¬ 
cused Aid Murray Glazier 
of obstructing the project 
for political reasons. 

He said Glazier was try ing 
to become mayor by re-en¬ 
acting the Reid controversy 
of a few years ago. 

"I can't operate under 
those conditions. I'm pulling 
out. It's no bluff," Hartwig 
said. 

He said he would build a 
fence around the property 
and let it sit. 

Flans for the project, to be 
built on the waterfront be¬ 
tween Hartwig Court and a 
small regional park at the 
fool of Yates, have been in 
the works since the fall of 
1977, and Hartwig changed 
the design three times. 

"I have spent more than 
200 hours with the planning 
department and we had 35 
formal meetings with the 
city's advisory committees. 
Things went fine until Gla¬ 
zier got involved, he said." 

Glazier denied Thursday, 
(hat he was against the pro¬ 
posal for political gain. He 
said he had opposed the 
project from the start be 
cause he considered it too 
massive for its location 

Glazier also reiterated his 
concern over the possibility 
that the project would com¬ 
pletely ’ overshadow the 
small waterfront park, ac¬ 
quired a few years ago by 
former mayor Peter Pollen 
and a number of other busi¬ 
nessmen. They donated the 
park to the Capital Region 
Environment Enhancement 
Foundation and it is now ad 
ministered by the Capital 
Region. Glazier is chairman 
of the regional board 

Bringing the park into (he 
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Hartwig: Tm not bluffing' 


controversy didn't sit well 
with Hartwig He said he 
had surveys done which 
proved that the park 
wouldn't be in the shade 
after the building was con¬ 
structed. 

"And incidentally. I don 
ated $75,000 to the purchase 
of that park." he said 

Despite some objections to 
the project, plans were 
headed for approval until 
uncertainty arose over a 
proposed pedestrian walk¬ 
way along the waterfront.

Hartwig to provide for a 
walkway on his property 
just in case Ottawa turned 
down the request for a lease 
on its property 

Hartwig complied, but his 
backup walkway proposal 
didn't suit the city and the 
whole project was suddenly 
in limbo again.
